uncertain  value,  provided,  the  value  can  be  ascertained  by  a 
sale  or  appraisal,  or  by  any  means  within  the  ordinary  pro- 
cedure of  the  court,  or  that  it  cannot  be  reached  and  applied 
until  a  future  time. 

Sect.  2.  In  such  suit  the  interest  of  a  cf)-partner  in  the

Chapter  43. 

An  Act  to  insure  the  better  education  of  practitioners  of  Dental  Surgery,  and  to  regulate  th^ 

practice  of  Dentistry  in  the  State  of  Maine. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Mepresentmtives. 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows : 

Sect.  1.  No  person  shall  practice,  attempt  to  practice,  or 
hold  himself  out  to  be  a  practitioner  of  dentistry  or  dental 
surgery  until  he  or  she  shall  have  first  received  a  certificate 
as  hereinafter  provided ;  and  whoever  violates  the  provisions 
of  this  section,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five,  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense.  This  section 
shall  take  effect  three  months  after  the  approval  of  this  act. 

Sect.  2.  A  board  of  examiners,  to  consist  of  five  dentists 
of  good  standing,  who  have  been  in  the  practice  of  dentistry 
in  this  state  not  less  than  five  years,  is  hereby  created.  The 
members  of  said  board  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor, 
with  advice  and  consent  of  council,  to  hold  office  for  the  term 
of  three  years  and  until  their  successors  are  qualified,  except, 
however,  that  the  first  five  members  to  constitute  said  board 
shall  be  appointed  to  hold  as  follows :  two  for  the  term  of 
one  year,  two  for  two  years  and  one  for  three  years.  Vacan- 
cies in  said  board  at  any  time  occurring  shall  be  filled  by  the 
governor  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Sect.  3.  Before  entering  upon  their  duties  the  members 
of  said  board  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  oaths  prescribed  by 
law  to  be  taken  by  other  officers  appointed  in  like  manner. 
As  soon  as  convenient  after  their  appointment  the  members 
of  said  board  shall  meet  and  organize,  by  choosing  one  of 
their  number  who  shall  serve  as  president  and  another  as 
secretary  for  the  ensuing  year  and  until  their  successors  are 
chosen,  and  shall  meet  annually  thereafter  at  a  time  and  place 
to  be  determined  by  said  board  at  its  previous  annual  meeting, 
and  may  meet  at  such  other  times  and  places  as  said  board 
may  deem  necessary.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  said 
board  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  a  true  record  of  whose  pro- 
ceedings shall  be  kept  by  the  secretary  and  shall  be  open  at 
all  reasonable  times  to  public  inspection.

When  three  or  more  members  of  such  churchy, 
who  are  voters  according  to  section  three  of  this  act,  shall 
apply  in  writing  to  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  county  for 
the  purpose  of  incorporating  said  church,  said  justice  shall 
issue  his  warrant  addressed  to  one  of  said  applicants,  stating 
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the  time^  place  and  purposeB  of  the  meeting  and  directinor  him  Chap.  55 
to  notify  the  members  of  said  church,  by  posting  a  certified 
copy  of  said  warrant  in  a  conspicuous  place  near  the  main 
entrance  to  the  usual  place  of  meeting  of  such  church  and  in 
one  other  public  and  conspicuous  place  in  the  same  town,  for 
seven  days,  at  least,  prior  to  said  me«*ting. 

Sect.  3.     The  resident  members  of  such  church  twenty-one  Qaaiiflcation  of 
years  of  age  and  upward,  shall  be  voters  at  such  meeting  and  in 
all  meetings  uf  the  corporation.    Such  voters,  assembled  at  the  ~™^fn  ^l^^ 
time  and   place  notified,  shall  elect  a  moderator  to  preside  corporate. 
over  said  meeting.     They  shall  then  by  ballot,  proceed  to 
vote   upon   the   question  whether   the  church    will    become 
incorporated  under  this  act.     If  two-thirds  of  the  ballots  cast

erty as  may  be  useful  for  carrying  on  its  local  work,  and  may 
dispose  of  the  same  at  pleasure,  have  perpetual  succession,  a 
corporate  seal,  and  change  the  same  at  pleasure. 

Sect.  4.     They  shall,  by  ballot,  elect  a  clerk,  treasurer,  a  Election  of 
business  committee  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  ®®®*"* 
seven  members  who  are   voters,  and  such  other  officers  as 
they  may  deem  necessary. 

Sect.  6.     The  church  by  its  by-laws  may  prescribe  the  Dauetof 
duties  of  the  several  officers  and  the  manner  of  executing  the  preeortb?dV 
same.     When  no  provision  is  made  by  any  vote  or  by-law  of 
the  church  for  calling  meetings,  they  shall  be  called  by  the  "JJ^f **"*•' ^^^'^ 
business   committee   by   posting  notices  of  the   time,  place 
and  purposes  of  said  meeting,  in  the  same  manner  and  for 
the  Aame  time  as  is  prescribed   in  section  two  of  this  act. 
And  meetings  shall  also,  in  the  same  manner,  be  called  by 
said   committee,  upon    the   written    request   ot  at   least   six 
members  of  the  church  qualified  to  vote.

located,  which  certificate  shall  be  duly  recorded  in  the  records 
of  the  church  by  said  clerk,  and  when  the  same  has  been  so 
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recorded,  said  church  shall  be  fully  incorporated  under  this 
act. 

Sect.  7.  The  deacons  of  such  church  or  any  other  person 
or  persons  holding  real  or  personal  estate  in  trust  for  the  use 
of  such  church,  may  convey  such  property  to  such  incorpo- 
rated church,  and  said  church  shall  hold  the  same  subject  to 
the  uses  and  trusts  under  which  it  was  held  by  such  deacons 
and  other  person  or  persons. 

Sect.  8.  Any  parish  or  religious  society,  connected  with 
the  church  which  becomes  incorporated  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  may  at  a  meeting  duly  warned  and  called  for  such 
purpose  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  authorize  one  or  more  persons 
in  its  name  and  behalf  to  convey  to  such  church  any  real  or 
personal  estate  which  it  may  hold  for  the  use  oi  such  church, 
and  such  church  shall  thereafter  hold  such  property  to  the 
same  uses  and  trusts  as  when  held  by  such  parish  or  society.

five  per  cent  of  the  market  value  of  such  stock ;  and  may 
loan  to  corporations  having  real  estate  and  doing  business  in 
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this  state  ;  and  may  also  loan  on  a  pledge  or  mortgage  of  such 
other  personal  property  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  trustees, 
it  is  safe  and  for  the  interest  of  the  bank  to  accept.  All 
investments  shall  be  charged  and  entered  on  the  books  of  the 
bank  at  their  cost  to  the  bank,  or  at  par  when  a  premium  is 
paid.'

Ad  Act  in  relation  to  the  business  of  Loan  and  Building  Associations. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows  : 

Sect.  1.  Except  as  is  hereinafter  provided  no  person, 
association  or  corporation  shall  carry  on  the  business  of 
accumulating  the  savings  of  its  members  and  loaning  to  them 
such  accumulations  in  the  manner  of  loan  and  building 
associations  within  this  state,  unless  incorporated  under  the 
laws  thereof  for  such  purpose. 

Sect.  2.  The  bank  examiner  may  authorize  any  such 
association  or  corporation  duly  established  under  the  laws  of 
another  state  to  carry  on  such  business  in  this  state,  but  said 
association  or  corporation  shall  not  transact  such  business  in 
this  state  unless  it  shall  first  deposit  with  the  state  treasurer, 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  and  thereafter  a  sum 
equal  to  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  deposits  made  in  such  associa- 
tion or  corporation  by  citizens  of  the  state,  the  amount  of 
percentage  of  deposits  so  required  to  be  determined  from 
time  to  time  by  the  bank  examiner;  or  in  lieu  thereof 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  said  sum  may  consist  of  any 
of  the  securities  in  which  savings  banks  may  invest,  as 
regulated  in  section  one  hundred  of  chapter  forty-seven, 
revised  statutes,  and  acts  amendatory  thereof,  at  their  par 
value,  and  the  said  deposit  shall  be  held  in  trust  by  said 
treasurer  for  the  protection  and  indemnity  of  the  residents 
of  the  state  with  whom  such  associations  or  corporations 
respectively  have  done  or  may  transact  business.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  a^sembledj  as  follows  :

Sect.  3.     Section   twenty   of  cbapter   forty-eigbt  of  tbe 
revised  statutes  is  hereby  amended,  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

*Sect.  20.  If  tbe  stockholders  of  any  corporation  organ- 
ized under  sections  sixteen  and  seventeen,  find  that  the  amount 
of  its  capital  stock  is  insufficient  for  tbe  purposes  tor  which  said 
corporation  is  organized,  or  that  tbe  number  of  directors  is 
inconvenient  for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  tbe  (Stock- 
holders may  by  a  vote  representing  a  majority  of  the  stock 
issued,  increase  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock  to  any  amount 
not  exceeding  ten  million  dollars,  and  may  change  the  num- 
ber of  their  directors  in  like  manner,  and  the  corporation 
shall  file  a  certifil^ate  thereof  with  tbe  secretary  of  state  within 
ten  days  thereafter,  and  thereupon  said  vote  shall  take  effect. 
When  the  capital  stock  is  increased  from  ten  thousand  dollars 
or  less  to  not  exceeding  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  the 
corporation  sball  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  state  for  the  use 
of  tbe  state  the  sum  of  forty  dollars.  When  the  capital 
stock  is  increased  to  any  amount  exceeding  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  it  shall  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  state  for  the 
use  of  the  state,  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  each  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  of  such  increase,  and  the  treasurer's  receipt 
for  same  sball  be  filed  with  the  secretary  of  state,  before  he 
sball  be  authorized  to  receive  any  certificate  of  an  increase  of 
capital  stock.'

Chapter  lOO. 

An  Act  to  oreate  a  Forest  Cemmissioo  and  for  the  protection  of  forests. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows  : 

Sect.  1.     The  state  land  agent  is  hereby  made  forest  com- 
missioner of  tbe  state  of  Maine,  and  in  addition  to  the  salary 
now  received  by  him  as  land  agent,  he  shall  receive  as  com- 
— compensation,  pensatiou  for  bis  services  as  forest  commissioner  two  hundred 

dollars  per  annum,  and  his  actual  traveling  expenses  incurred 
in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  an  account  of  which  shall 
be  audited  by  the  governor  and  council.

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Sect.  2.     Jt  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  forest  commissioner  ^•^^^'  ^^ 
to  make  a  collection  and  classification  of  statistics  relating  to  ^^^"* 
the  forests  and  connected  interests  of  the  state,  and  to  insti- 
tute an  inquiry  into  the  extent  to  which  the  forests  of  Maine 
are  being  destroyed  by  fires  and  by  wasteful  cutting,  and  to 
ascertain  so  far  as  he  can  as  to  the  diminution  of  the  wooded 
surface  of  the  land  upon  the  water  sheds  of  the  lakes,  rivers 
and  water  powers  of  the  state  and  the  effect  of  such  diminu- 
tion upon  the  water  powers  and  on  the  natural  conditions  of 
the  climate.     The  information  so  gathered  by  him,  together  _ 
with  his  suggestions  relative  thereto  shall  be  included  in  a 
report  to  be  made  by  him  annually  to  the  governor  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  December. 

Sect.  3.     The  selectmen  of  towns  shall  be,  ex-oflScio,  forest  Seieotmen  shiai 
fire  wardens  therein  and  shall  divide  said  towns  into  three  fire  wardens,

districts,  bounded  as* far  as  may  be  by  roads,  streams  of  into diatricu. 
water,  or  lot  lines,  and  assign  to  each  of  their  number  the 
charge  and  oversight  of  one  district  as  district  fire  wardens 
therein.

Any  person  who  shall  build  a  camp  or  cooking 
fire  in  or  adjoining  any  woods  in  this  state,  shall,  before 
leaving  such  camp,  totally  extinguish  such  fire,  and  upon  fail- 
ure to  do  so,  such  person  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment 
in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  one  month  or  by  both  such 
fine  and  imprisonment,  provided,  that  such  fires  built  upon 
the  sea  beach  in  such  situation  that  they  can  not  spread  into 
forest  wood  or  cultivated  lands  or  meadows,  shall  not  be  con- 
strued as  prohibited  by  this  act.

The  forest  commissioner  shall  take  such  meas- 
ures as  the  state  superintendent  of  common  schools  and  the 
president  of  the  state  college  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic 
arts  may  approve,  for  awakening  an  interest  in  behalf  of 
forestry  in  the  public  schools,  academies  and  colleges  of  the 
state,  and  of  imparting  some  degree  of  elementary  iautruction 
upon  this  subject  therein. 

Sect.  16.  The  forest  commissioner  shall  prepare  tracts 
or  circulars  of  information,  giving  plain  and  concise  advice 
for  the  care  of  wood  lands  and  for  the  preservation  of  forest 
growth.  These  publications  shall  be  furnished  to  any  citizen 
of  the  state  upon  application. 

Sect.  17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  forest  commissioner 
to  cause,  at  the  expense  of  the  state,  copies  of  this  chapter 
and  all  other  laws  of  the  state  relating  to  forest  fires  to  be 
printed  and  freely  distributed  to  the  selectmen  of  all  the 
towns  of  the  state,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  post  them  up  in 
school  houses,  saw  mills,  logging  camps  and  other  places, 
and  similar  copies  shall  be  furnished  to  owners  of  torest  lands.

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Printing  and  Distributing  Ballots  at  the  Public  Bxpense  and  t^ 

Regulate  Voting  for  SUte  and  City  Blectlons. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows  : 

Sect.  1.  All  ballots  cast  in  elections  for  national,  state, 
district  and  county  officers  in  cities,  towns  and  plantations, 
after  the  first  day  of  September  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-two,  and  all  ballots  cast  in  municipal  elections  in 
cities  after  that  date,  shall  be  printed  and  distributed  at  public 
expense,  as  hereinafter  provided.  The  printing  of  the  ballots 
and  cards  of  instructions  to  voters,  shall  in  municipal  elections 
in  cities  be  paid  for  by  the  several  cities  respectively,  and  in 
all  other  elections  the  printing  of  the  ballots  and  cards  of 
instruction,  and  the  delivery  of  them  to  the  several  cities  and 
towns,  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  state.  The  distribution  of  the 
ballots  to  the  voters  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  cities,  towns  and 
plantations  respectively.  The  term  state  election,  as  used  in 
this  act,  shall  apply  to  any  election  held  for  the  choice  of  a 
national,  state,  district  or  county  officer,  whether  for  a  full 
term  or  for  the  filling  of  a  vacancy,  and  the  term  state  officer 
shall  apply  to  any  person  to  be  chosen  by  the  qualified  voters 
at  such  an  election.  The  term  city  election  shall  apply  to 
any  municipal  election  so  held  in  a  city,  and  the  term  city 
officer  shall  apply  to  any  person  to  be  chosen  by  the  qualified 
voters  at  such  an  election. 

Sect.  2.  Any  convention  of  delegates,  and  any  caucus  or 
meeting  of  qualified  voters,  as  hereinafter  defined,  and  indi- 
vidual voters  to  the  number  and.  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
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specified,  may  nominate  candidates  for  public  office,  whose  ^^^^'  ^^^ 
names  shall  he    placed  upon    the  ballots   to  be  furnished  as 
herein  provided. 

Sect.  3.  Any  convention  of  delegates  representing  a  certificate*  of 
political  party  which,  at  the  gubernatorial  election  next  pre-  SSdSJmSd'SSd 
ceding,  polled  at  least  one  per  cent  of  the  entire  vote  cast  in 
the  state  for  governor,  or  in  the  electoral  district  or  division 
thereof  for  which  the  nomination  is  made,  and  any  caucus 
held  by  such  a  political  party  in  any  such  electoral  district  or 
division,  may  for  the  state,  or  for  the  district  or  division  for 
which  the  convention  or  caucus  is  held,  as  the  case  may  be, 
by  causing  a  certificate  of  nomination  to  be  duly  filed,  make 
one  such  nomination  for  each  office  therein  to  be  filled  at  the 
election.  Every  such  certificate  of  nomination  shall  state

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Itepreaentatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows  : 

Sect.  1.     A  board  of  state  assessors  shjill  be  chosen  bien-  sute  Board  of 

AsMseors  sliall 

nially  by  the  legislature  by  joint  ballot  of  the  senators  and  be  chosen. 
representatives  in  convention,  consisting  of  three  members, 
not  miire  than  two  of  whom  shall  be  taken  from  the  same 
political  party,  who  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  provided 
by  the  constitution  of  this  state,  and  hold  their  offices  as  pro- 
vided in  the  following  section.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled,  ad  follows : 

Sect.  1.  All  state  taxes  hereafter  assessed  shall  be  col- 
lected by  the  collector  or  constables  of  the  several  cities, 
towns  and  plantations,  and  paid  by  them  to  the  treasurers  of 
their  respective  cities,  towns  and  plantations,  as  other  taxes 
are  paid.  Said  treasurers  shall  pay  such  taxes  to  the  treas- 
urer  of  state. 

Sect.  2.  All  county  taxes  hereafter  assessed  shall  be  col- 
lected by  the  collectors  or  constables  of  the  several  cities, 
towns  and  plantations,  and  paid  by  them  to  the  treasurers  of 
their  respective  cities,  towns  and  plantations,  as  other  taxes 
are  paid.  Said  treasurers  shall  pay  such  taxes  to  the  county 
treasurers  of  their  respective  counties. 

Sect.  3.  Section  thirty  seven  of  chapter  six  of  the  revised 
statutes  is  hereby  amended,  so  as  to  read  as  follows ; 

'Sect.  37.  The  treasurer,  in  his  warrant,  shall  require  said 
officers  to  make  a  fair  list  of  their  assessments,  setting  forth  in 
distinct  columns  against  each  person's  name,  how  much  he  is 
assessed  for  polls,  how  much  for  real  estate,  and  how  much  for 
personal  estate,  distinguishing  any  sum  assessed  to  such 
person  as  guardian,  or  for  any  estate  in  his  possession  as 
executor,  administrator,  or  trustee ;  to  insert  in  such  list  the 
number  of  acres  of  land  assessed  to  each  non-resident  pro- 
prietor, and  the  value  at  which  they  have  estimated  them ;  to

A.  Strout,  D.  W.  Clark,  James  N.  Winslow,  Lyman  N. 
Cousins,  H.  C.  Peabody,  S.  E.  Sylvester,  M.  C.  Pingree,  J. 
W.  Whidden,  E.  F.  Vose,  George  A.  Clark,  their  associates 
and  successors,  are  hereby  incorporated  and  made  a  body 
politic  by  the  name  of  the  Maine  Homoeopathic  Hospital,  and 
by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  have  a  common  seal,  and 
have  all  the  immunities  and  privileges  of  like  corporations. 
Said  corporators  and  their  associates  shall  have  power  to  vote 
in  associate  corporators,  but  no  personal  liability  shall  attach 
to  said  corporators  by  reason  of  any  acts  of  said  corporation. 

Sect.  2.  Said  corporation  may  take,  receive,  purchase, 
hold  and  possess  land  and  tenements  in  fee  simple  or  other- 
wise, and  dispose  of  and  sell  the  same,  and  may  receive  of 
and  from  all  persons  and  corporations  disposed  to  aid  in  its 
benevolent  purposes,  any  grants  and  devises  of  real  estate 
and  any  donations,  subscriptions  and  bequests  of  money  and 
other  property  to  be  used  for  the  erection,  support  and 
maintenance  of  a  general  homoeopathic  hospital  for  the  sick, 
to  be  erected  within  the  city  of  Portland. 

Sect.  3.  Said  hospital  shall  be  under  the  direction  and 
management  of  thirteen  trustees,  who  shall  be  chosen  annually 
and  shall  remain  in  office  until  others  are  chosen  and  qualified 
in  their  stead.  Said  trustees  shall  be  chosen  by  said  corpo- 
ration and  all  vacancies  occurring  in  the  board  shall  be  filled 
by  the  corporation.

of  the  sick  therein,  to  examine  the  by-laws  and  regulations  of 
the  corporation,  and  generally  to  see  that  the  design  of  the 
institution  is  carried  into  effect. 

Sect.  6.  The  first  meeting  of  said  corporation  shall  be  First  meeting, 
called  by  any  three  of  said  corporators,  by  publication  of  the 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting,  in  one  of  the 
daily  papers  published  in  Portland,  Lewiston,  Bath,  Augusta 
and  Bangor,  said  publication  to  be  at  least  seven  days  before 
the  time  of  said  meeting.

the  city  of  Bangor ,and  to  issue  its  own  bonds  and  secure  the 
same  by  a  mortgage  of  its  own  railroad  and  of  the  Penobscot 
Central  Railroad,  their  franchises  and  property,  or  in  any 
other  manner. 

*Seot.  9.  If  said  corporation  shall  not  have  been  organized 
and  the  location,  according  to  actual  survey  of  the  route, 
filed  with  thecounty  commissioners  of  Penobscot  and  Piscata- 
quis counties,  and  the  road  completed  on  or  before  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
four,  this  act  shall  be  void. 

'Sect.  10.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
this  act,  are  hereby  repealed.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Rouse  of  Eepresentativps 
in  Lefiislature  assembled^  as  follows : 

Sect.  1.  A.  M.  Spear,  E.  C.  Allen,  Weston  Lewis,  P.  O. 
Vickery,  William  W.  Bradstreet,  M.  V.  B.  Chase,  P.  H. 
Holmes,  J.  Manchester  Haynes,  J.  S.  Maxcy,  J.  W.  Lash, 
George  E.  Macomber,  F.  £.  Timberlake,  Joseph  C.  Holman, 
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Elliott  Wood,  H.  F.  Shaw,  H.  M.  Heath;  said  A.  M.  Spear,  ^^^^    ^0 
Weston  Lewis,  William  W.  Bradstreet,  P.  H.  Holmes,  J  S. 
Maxcy  and  J.  W.  Lash  being  residents  of  said  Gardiner,  and 
said  E.C.Allen,  P.  O.  Vickery,  M.  Y.B.  Chase,  J.  Manchester 
Haynes,    George  £.    Macomber  and   H.    M.   Heath   being 
residents  of  said  Augusta,  their  associates,  successors  and 
assigns,  are  hereby  made  and  constituted  a  body  politic  and

Vienna,  Mount  Vernon,    Wayne,  Fayette,  Readfield,  Win- 
throp,   Monmouth,   Manchester,  West   Gardiner,  Litchfield, 
Farmingdale,  and  the  city  of  Hallowell,  or  such  of  them  as  " 
said  corporation  may  deem  advisable,  to  and  into  the  cities  of 
Augusta  and.  Gardiner,  and  said  corporation  shall  have  all  the 
powers,  privileges  and  immunities,  and  be  subject  to  all  the 
duties  and  liabilities  provided  by  the  statutes  of  this  state 
respecting  railroads.

vided, and  shall  hold  their  offices  until  others  shall  have  been 
duly  elected  and  qualified  in  their  stead,  and  a  majority  of 
them  shall  constitute  a  quorum ;  and  they  shall  elect  one  of 
their  number  to  be  president  of  the  board,  and  he  shall  also 
be  president  of  the  corporation  ;  and  the  directors  shall  have

Sect.  3.  A  toll  is  hereby  granted,  for  the  benefit  of  said  toUs,  granted.. 
corporation,  upon  all  passengers  and  property  which  may  be 
conveyed  or  transported  on  or  over  its  railroad,  at  such  rate 
as  may  be  established  by  its  directors,  subject  to  such  general 
laws  in  relation  to  railroad  companies  as  are,  or  may,  from 
time  to  time  be  established  by  the  legislature. 
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Sect.  4.  The  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  make 
connectioDs  with  any  other  railroad  or  railroads,  on  such  terms 
as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  and  to  lease  its  road  and 
property  either  before  or  after  it  shall  have  been  completed, 
on  such  terms  as  it  may  determine,  subject  in  all  cases  to  the 
approval  of  the  stockholders  in  each  corporation. 

Sect.  5.  If  the  said  corporation  is  not  organized,  and  the 
location  of  its  route  according  to  actual  survey  is  not  filed 
with  the  county  commissioners  of  the  counties  in  which  the 
same  shall  be  located,  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of 
December,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  ninety-four;  or  if  it  shall  fail  to  complete  its  road 
on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-five,  then, 
in  either  of  the  above  mentioned  cases,  this  act  shall  be  null 
and  void  as  to  all  that  part  of  said  railroad  not  completed  and 
finished  on  or  before  the  date  last  above  mentioned. 

Sect.  6.  Said  corporation  is  authorized  to  issue  its  bonds 
from  time  to  time  to  such  amount  as  may  be  required  for  the 
purposes  authorized  by  this  act,  in  such  form  as  the  directors 
may  deem  advisable,  and  to  secure  the  same  by  mortgages  of 
its  road,  franchise  and  property,  or  in  an  any  other  manner. 

Sect.  7.  The  said  railroad  shall  have  suitable  and  convenient 
termini  both  in  Gardiner  and  in  Augusta,  and  shall  at  all 
times  furnish  equal  facilities  for  freight  and  passengers  destined 
to  or  from  either  of  said  cities.  All  freight  and  passenger 
rates,  whether  in  whole  or  in  part  over  said  railroad,  shall  at 
all  times  be  the  same,  whether  to  or  from  either  of  said  cities, 
without  discrimination,  preference  or  rebate,  direct  or  indirect, 
in  favor  of  either  against  the  other. 

Sect.  8.  The  said  corporation  is  authorized  to  purchase 
or  lease  the  property  and  franchises  of  any  railroad  corpora- 
tion in  this  state,  of  the  same  gauge,  or  to  purchase  and  hold 
the  stock  or  bonds  of  any  such  corporation.  And  all  such 
corporations  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  such  sales  or 
leases.  All  leases,  property,  franchises,  stocks  and  bonds  so 
acquired  may  be  pledged  or  mortgaged  under  section  six  of 
this  act. 

Sect.  9.  The  said  corporation  is  authorized  to  extend  and 
construct  its  railroad  into  tide  waters  of  the  Kennebec  river, 
and  to  build  such  wharves,  piers  and  other  structures  as  may 
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be  necessary  for  termioal  Tacilities  in  such  manner,  however,  ^°^^'     '  ^ 
as  not  to  impair  or  interfere  with  public  navigation  thereof. 

Seot.  10.     The  corporators  named  as  residents  of  the  city  corporators  of

this  act,  procure  a  bona  fide  subscription  of  forty  thousand  JS°*criptioM 
dollars  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  and  the  cor-  mo'ntLf^ 
porators  named  as  residents  of  the  city  of  Gardiner,  shall 
procure  a  like  subscription  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  to  said 
capital  stock.  And  the  set  of  corporators  failing  to  procure

Chapter  71. 

An  Act  to  lacorporate  the  city  of  Old  Town. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Itepresentatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows  : 

Sect.  1.     The  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Old  Town,  in  Corporate 

Damo. 

the  county  of  Penobscot,  shall  continue  to  be  a  body  corpo- 
rate and  politic  under  the  name  of  the  city  ot  Old  Town,  and 
as  such  shall  have,  exercise  and  enjoy  all  the  rights,  immuni-  rad^priA&get 
ties,  powers,  privileges  and  franchises,  and  shall  be  subject 
to  ail  the  duties,  liabilities  and  obligations,  now  appertaining 
to  or  incumbent  on  said  town  as  a  municipal  corporation,  or 
appertaining  to  or  incumbent  on  the  inhabitants  or  the  select- 
men thereof,  or  provided  for  by  this  act.

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Sect.  2.  The  administrHtion  of  all  the  fiscal,  prudentia) 
and  municipal  affairs  of  said  city,  and  the  government  thereof, 
shall  be  vested  in  a  mayor  and  a  city  council.  Said  council 
shall  consist  of  a  board  of  aldermen  and  a  board  of  council* 
men,  the  latter  board  to  be  known  as  the  common  council ; 
the  board  of  aldermen  shall  be  composed  of  as  many  aldermen 
as  there  are  wards  in  said  city  for  the  time  being,  and  the 
common  council  shall  be  composed  of  three  times  as  many 
councilmen  as  there  are  wards  in  said  city  for  the  time  being. 

Sect.  3.  The  executive  powers  of  said  city  generally,  and 
the  administration  of  the  police  and  health  departments,  with 
all  the  powers  of  the  selectmen  of  said  town  of  Old  Town, 
shall,  except  as  modified  by  this  act,  be  and  hereby  are  vested 
in  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  as  fully  as  if  the  (>ame  had  been 
herein  enumerated.  All  the  powers  of  establishing  watch 
and  ward  now  vested  by  the  laws  of  the  state  in  the  justices 
of  the  peace  and  municipal  oflScers  or  inhabitants  of  towns  are 
hereby  vested  in  the  mayor  and  aldermen  so  far  as  relates  to 
said  city,  and  said  mayor  and  aldermen  are  authorized  to 
unite  the  watch  and  police  departments  into  one  department, 
and  establish  suitable  regulations  for  the  government  thereof. 

Sect.  4.  All  powers  relating  to  the  fire  department,  and 
all  other  powers  not  hereby  otherwise  provided  for,  now 
vested  in  the  inhabitants  of  said  town,  or  hereby  or  hereafter 
vested  in  the  inhabitants  of  said  city  or  in  said  city  as  a  body 
corporate,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  vested  in  the  mayor  and 
city  council  of  said  city,  to  be  exercised  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sect.  5..  The  city  council,  in  the  exercise  of  the  powers 
appertaining  to  it,  shall,  unless  otherwise  herein  provided, 
act  by  concurrent  vote  of  the  two  boards  composing  it,  said 
boards  to  sit  separately  and  to  have  a  negative  upon  each 
other.  Each  board  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings,

He  shall  be  the  chief  executive  magistrate  of  the  city,  and 
shall  be  vigilant,  impartial  and  active  in  causing  the  laws, 
ordinances  and  regulations  of  the  city  to  be  executed  and 
enforced,  and  in  securing  to  the  extent  of  his  power  an  honest, 
efficient  and  economical  conduct  of  the  entire  executive  and 
administrative  business  of  the  city.  He  shall  exercise  a 
general  supervision  over  the  conduct  and  official  acts  of  all 
subordinate  officers,  and  cause  every  violation  or  neglect  of 
duty  to  be  punished.  He  may  call  special  meetings  of  the 
board  of  aldermen  or  the  common  council  or  the  city  council 
when  in  his  opinion  the  interest  of  the  city  requires,  by  a 
notice  published  at  least  one  week  prior  thereto  in  one  or 
more  of  the  newspapers  published  in  said  city,  or  by  causing 
a  notification  to  be  left  at  the  usual  place  of  abode,  of  each 
member  of  the  board  or  boards  to  be  convened.

the  regular  election  of  mayor.  In  the  meantime  the  presi- 
dent of  the  board  of  aldermen  shall  be  sworn  and  known  as 
acting  mayor,  and  shall  do  and  perform  all  the  duties  incum- 
bent upon  the  mayor  so  long  as  said  vacancy  exists,  except 
that  he  shall  not  have  the  right  to  exercise  the  veto  power.

Every  law,  act,  ordinance,   order   or   resolve,  Law*,  etc.,  to 
except  parliamentary  rules  and  orders,  and  except  votes  on  a  mayor.  ^     ^ 
question  of  the  convention  of  the  two  branches  of  the  city 
council,  shall,  after  being  passed  by  both  of  said  branches, 
be  presented  to  the   mayor.     If  he  approves  the  same,  he  —proceedinga, 
shall  sign  it,  and  without  his  signature  it  shall  not  take  effect,      ^"^^  ^^ 
except  as  hereinafter  provided ;  if  he  do  not  approve  it,  he 
shall  return  it  at  the  next  regular  session  of  the  city  council 
with  a  written   statement  of  his  objections  thereto,   to   the 
board  in  which  it  originated,  which  shall  enter  said  objections 
at  large  upon   its  journal  and   proceed   to  reconsider  it.     If 
upon  such  reconsideration  two-thirds  of  the  whole  number  of

The  mayor  may  except  from  his  approval  of 
any  law,  act,  ordinance,  order  or  resolve  to  which  he  has 
the  power  to  refuse  his  approval  as  aforesaid,  any  portion 
involving  a  distinct  item  of  expenditure ;  and  in  such  case, 
instead  of  returning  the  original,  he  shall  transmit  a  copy  of 
such  portion  not  approved,  which  portion  shall  be  recon- 
sidered in  the  manner  and  with  the  eifect  above  provided. 
If  the  office  of  mayor  is  vacant  when  such  law,  act,  ordinance, 
order  or  resolve  is  finally  passed,  the  same  shall  be  valid 
without  approval.  The  approval  of  the  mayor  shall  likewise 
be  required  to,  and  he  shall  have  with  like  limitations  a  similar 
power  of  veto  over,  any  order,  resolution  or  vote  of  the  board

The  aldermen  and  councilmen  shall  be  elected 
by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  respective  wards  as  hereinafter 
provided,  and  shall  each  be,  at  the  time  of  such  election,  a 
resident  in  the  ward  for  which  he  is  elected,  and  a  qualified 
voter  in  said  city.  No  alderman  or  councihnan  shall  receive 
any  compensation  or  salary  for  his  services  as  such. 

Sect.  11.  No  person  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  to  any 
office  of  emolument  who  at  the  time  of  such  election  or  appoint- 
ment shall  be  an  alderman  or  councilman,  except  that  one  alder- 
man and  one  councilman  shall,  as  hereinafter  provided,  be 
elected  street  commissioners.  But  this  section  shall  not  be  in 
force  or  take  effect  until  it  is  accepted  by  the  city  council. 

Sect.  12.  The  city  council  may  ordain  and  publish  such 
acts,  ordinances,  laws  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  state,  as  shall  be  needful  or 
advisable  for  the  good  order  of  said  body  politic ;  and  may 
impose  fines  and  penalties  for  the  breach  thereof,  not  exceed- 
ing twenty  dollars  for  anyone  ofiTcnse,  exclusive  of  costs; 
and  such  fines  and  penalties  may  be  recovered  to  the  use  of 
said  city  by  action  of  debt  or  on  complaint  before  the  Old 
Town  municipal   court  or   other  court  having  jurisdiction 
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thereof.     All  the  laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  now  in  ^hap.     71 
force  in  said  town  shall,  except  so  far  as  modified  by  this  act,  ordinances.

tion  or  be  repealed  by  proper  authority.  The  city  council 
may  by  ordinance  regulate  the  weight  of  the  loads  which  the 
vehicles  used  on  the  streets  of  said  city  may  carry,  and  the 
width  of  the  tires  or  felloes  of  wheels  of  any  such  vehicle, 
and  may  also  regulate  the  shape  and  size  and  compel  the 
painting  of  all  poles  used  or  maintained  upon  or  along  the 
streets  of  said  city  by  any  corporation  or  person  for  sustain- 
ing wires  for  the  transmission  of  heat,  light,  power  or  intelli- 
gence by  electricity,  whether  such  poles  are  now  or  shall  be 
hereafter  set ;  and  may  also,  for  the  better  securing  of  safety 
to  person  and  property,  regulate  and  control  within  reasonable 
limits  by  ordinances  not  inconsistent  with  law  the  construc- 
tion, maintenance  and.  operation  of  all  lines  of  electric  wire 
and  of  all  street  railways,  water  works  and  gas  works  within 
the  territorial  limits  of  said  city. 

Sect.  13.     The  city  council  shall  define  the  duties  and  fix  connoii, shau 
the  compensation  of  all  the  subordinate  city  otHcors  and  fix  and  fix  pay  of 

subordinate 

the  compensation  of  wardens  and   ward  clerks ;  and  it  may  officers, 
impose  upon  any  such  city  officer  such  duties  as  it  deems 
proper    in   addition   to   the   duties   imposed    upon    him    by 
this  act  and  by  the  law  of  the  state  and  not  inconsistent  there- 
with.    All  elections  of  city  officers  by  said  city  council  shall  -^dtveiectioni, 
be  by  joint  ballot  in  joint  convention  of  the  two  boards  thereof, 
and  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast ;  and  a  majority  of  the* 
united  membership  of  the  two  boards  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
at  any  joint  convention  of  said  boards.     The  city  council  shall  ^Sfn^^'^J^ 
have  the  care  and  superintendence  of  all  buildings  owned  by  P^P^^y- 
or  in  the  possession  of  the  city,  and  the  custody  and  manage- 
ment of  all  city  property,  with  power  to  let  or  sell  whatever 
may  legally  be  let  or  sold  ;  and  it  may  purchase  and  take,  in 
the  name  of  the  city,  such  real  and  personal  property,  not 
exceeding  the  value  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  addi- 
tion to  the  property  now  owned  by  said  town,  as  said  council 
may  think  useful  to  the  public  interest. 

Sect.  14.     The  city  council  shall  have  exclusive  authority,  coandi  vested 
subject  to  the  veto  power  of  the  mayor,  to  lay  out,  discontinue,  u  iSy^SS***^'^ 
grade,  widen  or  otherwise  alter  any  and  all  streets  or  ways  in  *^^^*^^ 
daid  city,  without  petition  therefor,  and  to  estimate  all  damage 
sustained  by  the  owners  of  land  taken  for  any  of  said  purposes ; 
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but  the  powers  of  the  county  commisBioners  under  the  general 
laws  of  the  state  shall  not  be  hereby  affected.  There  shall  be  a 
board  of  street  commissioners,  consisting  of  the  city  engineer, 
ex-officio,and  of  one  alderman  and  one  councilman  elected  by 
the  city  council ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  lay 
out,  discontinue,  grade,  widen  or  otherwise  alter  any  street 
or  way  in  said  city,  first  giving  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  its  proceedings  to  all  parties  interested  as  required  by  law 
in  case  of  town  ways ;  and  such  notice  shall  be  valid  and 
sufficient  if  published  once  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks 
in  a  newspaper  published  in  said  city,  the  last  publication  to 
be  at  least  two  days  before  the  day  of  hearing  fixed  in  said 
notice,  instead  of  posting  the  same  as  required  in  case  of 
town  ways.  Said  board  shall  first  hear  all  parties  interested, 
and  then  determine  and  adjudge  whether  the  public  conven- 
ience requires  such  street  or  way,  if  a  public  way,  to  be  laid 
out,  discontinued,  graded,  widened  or  otherwise  altered  ;  and 
the  said  board  shall  make  a  written  return  of  its  proceedings, 
signed  by  a  majority  of  its  members,  containing  the  bounds 
and  description  of  the  street  or  way  as  laid  out,  widened  or 
otherwise  altered,  or  the  grade  of  the  street  or  way  as  fixed 
by  said  board,  and  the  names  of  the  owners  of  the  land  taken 
for  any  location  or  alteration,  if  known,  and  the  damages  to 
each  owner  therefor ;  or,  in  the  case  of  the  discontinuance  of 
a  way,  the  damages  sustained  by  the  owners  of  land  adjoining 
that  portion  thereof  which  is  discontinued.  If  any  way  is  laid 
out  as  a  private  way,  the  board  shall  state  that  fact  in  said 
return,  and  whether  the  same  shall  be  subject  to  gates  and  bars. 
Said  return  shall  be  filed  in  the  city  clerk^s  office  at  least  seven 
days  before  its  acceptance  by  the  city  council,  and  shall  not  be 
altered  or  amended  after  being  so  filed.  The  street  or  way 
shall  not  be  established,  graded,  discontinued,  widened  or 
otherwise  altered  until  said  return  is  accepted  by  the  city 
council.  In  all  matters  relating  to  the  laying  out,  discontinu- 
ing, widening  and  altering  streets  or  ways,  appeals  may  be 
taken  as  provided  by  statute  for  similar  cases  in  relation  to 
town  ways.  If  a  street  or  way  is  discontinued  before  the 
damages  for  the  land  taken  are  paid  or  recovered,  the  land 
owner  shall  not  be  entitled  or  receive  or  recover  such  damages, 
but  the  board  in  its  report  discontinuing  the  same  shall  esti- 
«,  how  mate  and  include  all  the  damages  sustained  by  the  land  owner^ 
including  those  caused  by  the  original  laying  out  of  the  street 
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or  way,  and  in  such  cases,  if  an  appeal  has  been  regularly  ^H^^*     «1 

taken,  the  appellant  shall  recover  his  costs.     The  city  shall 

not  be  compelled  to  open  or  construct  or  grade  any  street  or 

way  thus  established  or  having  its  proposed  grade  established, 

until  in  the   opinion  of   the  city  council  the   public  good 

requires  it  to  be  done ;  nor  shall  the  city  interfere  with  the 

possession  of  land  taken  for  a  street  or  way,  by  removing 

therefrom  materials  or  otherwise,  until  it  begins  the  actual 

opening  and  construction  thereof.     The  time  within  which  a 

street  or  way  may  not  be  opened  or  used  after  it  has  been 

established,  and  the  time  when  the  proceedings  establishing 

the  same  shall,  unless  the  land  taken  thereFor  is  entered  upon 

and  possession  thereof  taken  for  the  purpose  of  opening  the 

same,  be  void,  shall  be  the  same  as  provided  by  statute  in  the 

case  of  town  ways.     When  the  board  unreasonably  neglects 

or  refuses  to  lay  out,  discontinue,  widen  or  otherwise  alter  a 

street  or  way,  or  the  city  council  unreasonably  refuses   to 

refer  a  petition  therefor  to  said  board,  or  to  accept  the  return 

of  said  board  thereon,  the  same  proceedings  may   be  had  by 

parties  desiring  such  action  to  be  taken  as   are  provided  by 

law  in  like  cases  in  relation  to  town  ways. 

Sect.  15.     Whenever  under  the  statutes  of  this  state  pro-  AsMMmentof 

daanages,  and 

ceedings  are  had  for  the  purpose  of  apportioning  and  assess-  enforcement, 
ing,  upon  lots  adjacent  to  and  bounded  on  any  street  or  way, 
damages  for  laying  out,  discontinuing,  widening  or  other- 
wise altering  such  street  or  way,  and  for  the  purpose  of 
enforcing  payment  of  such  assessment  by  a  sale  of  such  lots 
or  any  part  thereof,  all  notices  required  by  statute  to  be  pub- 
lished in  a  newspaper  published  in  said  city  may,  if  no 
newspaper  is  published  therein,  be  published  in  any  news- 
paper published  in  the  county  of  Penobscot,  and  such  pub- 
lication shall  be  a  sufficient  compliance  with  such  statute. 

Sect.  16.     The  city  council  shall  have  exclusive  authority,  ^^  council 
subject  to  the  veto  power  of  the  mayor,  to  take  land  for  and  S?pnbiic^°^ 
construct  public  drains  and  common  sewers  through  any  high-  p'*''*^"®'- 
way,  street,  way,  or  any  private  lands  ;  and  before  any  private 
land  is  so  taken,  notice  shall  be  given  and  damages  assessed  -damMesihow 
as  hereinbefore  provided  in  the  case  of  laying  out  streets  and 
ways,  such  notice  to  be  given  by  the  board  of  street  commis- 
sioners, and  such  damages  to  be  assessed  by  said  board  after 
due  hearing  thereon ;  and  said  board  shall  make  return  of  its 
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doings  and  decision  as  in  the  case  of  laying  out  streets  and 
ways.  The  municipal  officers  shall  have  the  powers  conferred 
on  them  by  statute  in  relation  to  the  connection  of  private 
drains  with  public  drains  or  sewers. 

Sect.  17.  The  city  council  may  regulate  the  height,  width 
and  material  of  any  sidewalk  in  any  public  square,  place, 
street,  walk,  lane,  court  or  alley  in  said  city.  The  city  shall 
not  be  answerable  for  any  damage  to  person  or  property  by 
reason  of  or  resulting  from  trees  planted  or  growing  along 
its  streets  or  ways,  or  posts  of  wood,  stone  or  tither  material 
set  or  maintained  by  authority  of  said  city  or  its  proper  offi* 
cers  along  said  streets  or  ways,  or  any  poles  or  wires  erected 
or  strung  in  or  along  said  streets  or  ways  for  the  transmission 
of  heat,  light,  power  or  intelligence  by  electricity.  Side- 
walks may  be  with  or  without  edgestones ;  and  the  expense 
ot  edgestones  if  used,  and  of  the  covering  material,  if  of 
concrete  or  brick,  or  such  proportion  of  said  expense  as  the 
city  council  may  direct  may  be  assessed  upon  the  abutting 
lands  in  just  proportions,  and  be  collected  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  damages  for  laying  out,  widening  or  otherwise  altering, 
or  discontinuing  a  street  or  way,  are  assessed  upon  abutting 
lands  and  collected. 

Sect.  18.  The  mayor  may,  on  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  he  may  think  proper,  authorize  or  empower  any  person  to 
place  in  any  street  or  way,  for  such  time  as  may  be  necessary, 
any  materials  for  making  or  repairing  any  street,  sidewalk, 
cross  walk,  bridge,  culvert,  water  course,  sewer  or  drain,  or 
for  erecting,  altering,  or  repairing  any  building,  cellar  or  fence, 
or  for  laying  or  repairing  any  gas  pipe,  water  pipe  or  rail- 
road, or  for  erecting,  stringing  or  repairing  any  poles  or 
wires  for  electric  purposes ;  provided,  that  not  more  than 
one-third  of  the  width  of  the  street  shall  be  so  occupied,  and 
such  materials  so  placed  under  license  granted  by  the  mayor 
shall  not  be  considered  an  incumbrance  or  nuisance  in  such 
street,  and  the  city  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  damage  result- 
ing therefrom. 

Sect.  19.  The  city  council  shall,  on  the  first  Monday  in 
April  in  each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  elect 
or  appoint  all  the  city  officers  and  agents  whom  it  is  author- 
ized by  law  to  elect  or  appoint,  and  the  mayor  and  aldermen 
shall  on  said  first  Monday  in  April,  or  as  soon  then'after  as 
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practicable,  or  from  time  to  time  as  need  arises,  appoint  such   — ^— ! 

city  officerij  as  tbey  are  by  law  authorized  to  appoint.      All 

said  officers  shall  be  duly  sworn  before  the  city  clerk  or  a  -ahaiibe 

justice  of  the  peace  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their 

respective  offices ;   and  all  vacancies  in  said  offices  may  be  r;"^^^?^]^'' 

filled  for  the  unexpired  term  by  the  board  having  authority  to 

elect  or  appoint  in  the  first  instance.     The  powers,  duties  and  — powen. 

liabilities  of  such  officers  shall  be  the  same  as  of  like  officers 

of  townsy  except  so  far  as  modified  or  changed  by  the  statutes 

of  the  state  or  by  this  act. 

Sect.  20.  The  subordinate  officers  of  said  city  to  be  officenand 
elected  by  the  city  council  shall  be  a  clerk,  three  overseers  of 
the  poor,  three  assessors,  treasurer,  collector  of  taxes,  mem- 
bers of  the  school  board,  two  street  commissioners,  city  attor- 
ney, city  engineer,  city  marshal,  chief  engineer  of  the  fire 
department,  street  superintendent,  city  physician,  constables, 
truant  officers,  undertakers,  fence  viewers,  surve^^'ors  of 
lumber,  measurers  of  wood  and  bark,  and  such  other  officers 
as  by  law  are  allowed  to  be  elected  by  towns  except  as  other- 
wise hereby  provided,  and  also  such  as  are  provided  for  by 
the  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  the  city.  The  city  clerk,  over- 
seers of  the  poor,  assessors,  treasurer,  members  of  the  school 
board,  street  commissioners,  city  attorney,  city  engineer, 
eity  marshal,  chief  engineer  of  the  fire  department,  street 
superintendent,  and  city  physician,  shall  be  elected  by  written 
ballot;  and  the  other  officers  elected  by  the  city  council  may 
be^elected  by  any  method  agreed  upon  by  said  council. 

Sect.  21.     The  mayor  with  the  consent  of  the  board  of  ^^  ^^  ^^^^^ 
aldermen,  shall  appoint  such  number  of  police  officers  as  shall  o§S«ra!^^^^ 
from  time  to  time  be  fixed  by  the  city  council ;  and  also, 
except  as  otherwise  hereby  provided,  all  other  officers  who, 
by  the  laws  of  the  state,  may  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  and 
aldermen  of  cities  or  by  the  municipal  officers  of  towns. 

Sect.  22.^  The  city  council,  two-thirds  of  each  board  council, may 
separately  concurring  therein,  may  for  sufficient  cause,  remove  oX^rf  ^^ 
any  officer  elected  or  appointed  by  it.  Any  officer  appointed 
by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  may  for  sufficient  cause  be  removed 
-by  the  mayor,  who  shall  at  once  report  such  removal  to  the 
board  of  aldermen  with  the  reasons  therefor ;  and  such  report 
«hall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  said  board,  and  the  fact  of  the 
removal  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  of  said  board  for  the 
session  at  which  the  said  report  is  sent  to  it  by  the  mayor. 
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Sect.  23.  The  chief  engineer  of  the  fire  department  may- 
appoint  as  many  assistant  engineers  as  the  city  council  shall 
direct,  who  shall  hold  office  during  the  municipal  year  for 
which  they  are  appointed,  said  appointments  to  be  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  mayor,  and  any  such  assistant  may  be 
removed  for  sufficient  cause  by  the  mayor.  Said  chief  engi- 
neer and  assistant  engineers  shall  exercise  all  the  powers  and 
perform  all  the  duties  of  fire  wards  under  the  laws  of  this 
state,  unless  restricted  by  the  ordinances  or  regulations  of 
said  city  ;  and  the  chief  engineer  shall  have  general  supervision 
of  the  fire  department  of  the  city.  The  city  attorney  shall  be 
the  agent  and  attorney  of  the  city.  The  street  superintend- 
ent shall  have  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  of 
surveyors  of  highways  and  road  commissioners  of  towns,  as 
modified  by  the  ordinances  or  regulations  of  said  city  or  by 
this  act.  The  city  marshal  shall  have  general  supervision  of 
the  police  force  of  the  city,  and  shall  have  the  powers  of  a 
constable  in  all  matters  criminal,  or  relating  to  the  by-laws 
and  ordinances  of  the  city.  The  overseers  of  the  poor  shall 
be,  ex-officio,  overseers  of  the  city  workhouse,  and  overseers 
of  the  city  house  of  correction. 

Sect.  24.  The  city  clerk  shall  be,  ex-officio,  the  clerk  of 
the  board  of  aldermen.  He  shall  perform  such  duties  as  shall 
be  prescribed  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  or  by  the  city  council, 
and  shall  perform  all  the  duties  incumbent  on,  and  exercise 
all  the  powers  vested  in  the  clerk  of  the  town  of  Old  Town. 
He  shall  give  notice  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers 
published  in  said  city,  if  any,  of  the  time  and  place  of  all 
ward  meetings.  He  may  appoint,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  mayor,  a  deputy  clerk,  who  may,  in  the  absence  of  the 
clerk,  perform  all  the  duties  of  clerk  with  the  same  effect  as 
if  done  by  the  clerk  ;  such  appointment  and  approval  shall  be 
in  writing  and  entered  upon  the  city  records.  Said  deputy 
clerk  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties 
of  his  office  before  entering  thereon.  His  term  of  office  shall 
expire  at  the  same  time  with  that  of  the  city  clerk  by  whom' 
he  was  appointed ;  except  that  when  the  office  of  city  clerk 
becomes  vacant  from  any  other  cause  than  expiration  of  the 
term  of  the  incumbent,  the  deputy  clerk  then  in  office  shall 
continue  to  hold  such  office  until  a  city  clerk  is  duly  elected 
and  qualified.  If  the  city  clerk  is  absent  temporarily  with- 
out having  appointed  a  deputy  clerk,  the  mayor  and  aldermen. 
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may  appoint  a  city  clerk,  pro  tempore,  who  shall  bo  sworn,  ^^^^' t 

and  shall  perform  all  the  duties  of  said  city  clerk  during  such 
absence  and  no  longer.  The  deputy  clerk  may  be  removed 
by  the  mayor  in  the  same  manner  as  other  officers  removable 
by  him. 

Sect.  25.     The  assessors  shall  exercise  the  same  powers  Assesson, their

and  be  subject  to  the  same  duties  and  liabilities  as  are  dmxw. 
possessed  by  and  imposed  on  the  assessors  of  towns  under  the 
laws  of  this  state ;  and  they  may  us  a  board  by  a  majority 
vote  appoint  one  person  in  each  ward  as  assistant  assessor, 
who  shall  be  duly  sworn,  and  whose  duty  shall  be  to  furnish 
the  assessors  with  all  necessary  information  relative  to  persons 
and  property  taxable  in  his  ward.

Their  term  of  office  shall  expire  on  the  first 
day  of  March  next  following  their  appointment;  and  their 
successors  shall  not  be  appointed  until  after  the  election  and 
qualification  of  assessors  for  the  ensuing  municipal  year.  No 
appointment  of  assistant  assessors  made  after  the  first  day 
of  May,  except  to  fill  a  vacancy,  shall  be  valid  unless  approved 
by  the  mayor.

powers  of  the  superintending  school  committee  ot  a  town 
under  the  laws  of  this  state.  It  shall  be  officially  designated 
and  known  as  the  school  board  of  said  city ;  but  this  change 
of  designation  shall  not  be  construed  as  afl^ecting  its  power 
and  obligation  to  perform  any  duty  imposed  by  statute  upon 
the  superintending  school  committee  of  the  town  of  Old

Such  division  shall  be  published 
once  in  some  newspaper  published  in  said  town,  if  any,  such 
publication  to  be  at  least  one  week  before  the  first  ward 
meetings  held  under  this  act.  At  any  revision  of  the  ward 
boundaries  made  as  provided  in  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  city  council  to  divide  said  city  into  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  seven  wards ;  but  such  division  shall  not  become 
effectual  unless  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters 
casting  votes  for  mayor  at  the  annual  election  held  next  after 
such  division  is  made  by  the  city  council.

there  is  a  failure  to  elect  at  such  second  balloting  for  mayor,  the 
aldermen  elect  and  couucilmen  elect  shall,  after  having  taken  the 
oath  of  office  and  duly  organized  their  respective  boards,  elect 
a  mayor  in  the  manner  provided  in  section  thirty-four  of  this 
act.

Sect.  3.  Money  raised  by  said  corporation  for  any  lawful  HowasseasecL 
purpose,  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  property  and  polls,  within 
the  territory  aforesaid,  by  its  assessors,  in  the  same  manner  as 
town  taxes  are  assessed.  The  assessors  may  copy  the  last  _yftiQation.

Upon  a  certificate  being  filed  with  the  assessors  Taxei,how 
of  the  corporation  by  the  clerk  thereof,  showing  the  amount 
of  money  lawfully  raised  at  any  meeting,  they  shall  proceed 
as  soon  as  may  be,  to  assess  the  same  upon  the  polls  and 
estates  of  the  persons  residing  upon  the  territory  aforesaid, 
and  upon  the  estates  located  therein,  of  non-resident  proprie- 
tors, and  lists  of  the  assessments  so  made  shall  be  certified 
an«i  delivered  to  the  collector  of  said  corporation,  who  shall 
collect  the  same  as  town  taxes  are  collected,  and  pay  the  same 
within  such  time  as  the  warrant  shall  prescribe,  to  the  corpo-

Sect.  6.  The  corporation,  at  any  legal  meeting,  may 
adopt  a  code  of  by-laws  not  repugnant  to  the  laws  of  the 
state,  nor  to  its  charter,  for  the  efficient  management  of  its 
afiairs. 

Sect.  7.  All  officers  of  the  corporation  shall  be  chosen  by 
ballot  and  sworn  to  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties; 
the  first  election  to  be  at  the  meeting  of  the  legal  voters  on 
the  territory  aforesaid,  called  to  accept  this  charter,  and  the 
annual  elections  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  April. 

The  clerk  shall  record  all  the  doings  and  pro- 
ceedings at  the  meetings  of  the  corporation. 

Sect.  9.  The  collector  and  treasurer  shall  each  give  bond 
in  such  sum  and  with  such  sureties  as  the  corporation  or  its 
assessors  may  order,  but  in  not  less  than  double  the  amount 
of  the  taxes  raised  as  aforesaid,  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
corporation,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties ;  and 
said  bonds  shall  be  approved  in  writing  by  the  assessors  and 
clerk,  and  kept  by  the  clerk. 

Sect.  10.  This  charter  may  be  accepted  at  any  time 
within  five  years  from  its  approval  by  the  governor,  and  its 
rejection  in  any  calendar  year  shall  not  prevent  its  acceptance 
in  any  later  calendar  year  during  the  time  aforesaid.  E.  P.

Patten,  William  F.  Moses,  James  D.  Robinson, 
Parker  M.  Whitmore,  John  S.  Elliot,  Henry  E.  Palmer, 
Moses  G.  Shaw  and  John  P.  Delano,  their  associates  and 
successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  the- 
Bath  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company,  and  as  such  shall  be 
possessed  of  all  the  powers,  privileges  and  immunities,  and 
subject  to  all  the  duties  and  obligations  conferred  on  corpora- 
tions, by  law  except  as  otherwise  herein  provided.

The  shareholders  of  this  corporation  shall    be  Besponsibiiitr 
individually  responsible,  equally  and  ratably,  and  not  one  for 
the  other,  for  all  contracts,  debts  and  engagements  of  said 
corporation  to  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  par  value  of 
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the  shares  owned  by  each,  in  addition  to  the  amount  invested 
in  said  shares. 

Sect.  «7.  Said  corporation  after  beginning  to  receive 
deposits,  shall  at  all  times  have  on  hand,  in  lawful  money,  as

to  light  its  streets  and  to  procure  water  for  fire,  domestic 
and  other  purposes.  And  said  corporation  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  contract  with  any  indi- 
vidual, firm  or  corporation,  to  furnish  lights  and  water 
either  or  both  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  to  acquire 
by  purchase  or  otherwise  from  the  town  of  Poland,  the 
apparatus  or  system  of  works  for  the  prevention  and 
extinguishment  of  fires  now  owned  by  said  town  within 
the  limits  of  said  corporation;  to  build,  repair  and  maintain 
side  walks  ;  to  increase  the  length  and  efiSciency  of  the  schools 
within  its  limits  ;  to  maintain  police  and  a  night  watch ;  to 
set  out,  maintain  and  care  for  shade  trees  and  for  other 
necessary  corporation  charges.  And  from  and  after  the  time 
when  this  charter  shall  take  full  and  complete  efiect,  the  town 
of  Poland  shall  in  no  event  raise  or  contribute  any  money  to 
be  expended  within  the  limits  of  said  corporation  for  any  of 
the  purposes  enumerated  in  this  section.

Said  corporation  is  authorized  to  build  dams, 
side  dams,  remove  rocks  and  make  all  other  necessary 
improvements  in  Salmon  stream  and  its  branches  situated  in 
the  towns  of  Sebec,  Williamsburg  and  Township  number  six, 
range  eight,  Barnard  plantation,  in  the  county  of  Piscataquis, 
to  facilitate  the  driving  of  logs  and  lumber  down  the  same, 
and  for  this  purpose  the  said  corporation  may  take  land  and 
materials  necessary  to  build  such  dams,  and  make  such 
improvements ;  and  may  flow  contiguous  lands  so  far  as 
necessary  to  raise  suitable  heads  of  water.  And  if  the  parties

They 
may  enter  upon  said  lands  to  make  surveys  and  locations, 
and  shall  file  in  the  registry  of  deeds,  in  the  county  of 
Androscoggin,  plans  of  such  locations  and  land,  showing  the 
property  taken,  and  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  publish 
such  notice  of  such  taking  and  filing  in  some  newspaper  in 
said  county,  such  publication  to  be  continued  three  weeks 
successively  ;  and  such  filing  in  the  registry  of  deeds  shall  be 
in  lieu  of  any  other  filing  now  required  by  law.  Said  city,

property,  franchises,  rights  and  privileges.  Thereupon,  after 
reasonable  notice  ordered  by  the  court  sitting  in  said  county, 
or  by  any  judge,  either  the  court,  or  such  judge  in  vacation,  ..prooeeding^ 
in  said  county,  or  elsewhere,  may  appoint  said  commission.

The  commission  shall  have  power  to  compel 
the  attendance  of  witnesses,  and  the  production  of  books  and 
papers  pertinent  to  the  issue,  and  may  administer  oaths ;  and 
any  witness  or  person  in  charge  of  such  books  or  papers, 
refusing  to  attend  or  to  produce  the  same,  shall  be  subject  to 
the  same  penalties  and  proceedings,  so  far  as  applicable,  as 
witnesses  summoned  to  attend  the  supreme  judicial  court.

Any  person  or  persons,  or  corporation  to  whom 
the  property  and  franchises  of  the  Auburn  Aqueduct  Company 
shall  be  conveyed  in  trust,  as  provided  in  section  eleven,  or 
to  whom  any  stock  in  any  company  shall  be  conveyed  in  trust 
for  the  benefit  of  said  city,  shall  hold  the  same  as  security  for 
any  person  or  corporation  who  may  have  advanced  money  for 
its  purchase,  and  may,  from  time  to  time,  sell  and  deliver  the 
same,  or  debentures  representing  the  same,  to  the  city,  dis- 
charged of  its  trust,  in  such  manner  and  upon  such  terms  as 
may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  city  and  such  trustee,  and  the 
persons  advancing  such  money.  And  as  further  security, 
such  trustee  or  trustees  may  be  entitled  by  contract  to  receive 
the  net  rents  and  profits  of  said  property,  with  one  per  cent 
of  the  principal  annually,  and  apply  them  to  the  payment  of 
any  such  advances  and  the  interest  thereon.  Such  trustee, 
with  the  consent  of  the  city,  may  also  create  or  hold  security 
on  said  property,  rights,  privileges  and  franchises,  for  money 
advanced  by  any  person  or  corporation  to  improve  or  extend 
the  system  of  water  works  hereinbefore  described. 

Sect.  13.  For  the  purpose  of  raising  money  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  city  of  Auburn  may  issue  bonds, 
registered,  or  with  interest  coupons,  under  the  direction  of 
its  city  council,  to  an  amount  which,  taken  in  connection  with 
the  other  indebtedness  of  the  city,  will  not  exceed  the  amount 
limited  by  the  constitution  of  Maine.  Artd  such  bonds  shall 
be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  treasurer  of  the  city,  but  the 
coupons  need  be  signed  by  the  treasurer  only,  and  shall  be 
designated  and  marked,  **The  Auburn  Water  Loan."  And 
for  the  same  purposes  the  city  may  sell  any  stock  which 
it  now  holds  in  any  corporation. 

Sect.  14.  The  rates  for  the  supply  of  water  under  this  act 
shall  be  fixed  so  that  all  expenses  for  repairs  and  management 
shall  be  paid  annually,  together  with  interest,  and  not  less 
than  one  per  cent  of  the  principal  expenditures. 

Sect.  15.  For  the  purpose  of  raising  money  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  extend  and   improve  the 
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sy&tem  of  water  works,  which  may  be  purchased  from  the  ^^ap>  oo 
Auburn  Aqueduct  Company,  by  building  reservoirs  and 
pumping  stations,  buying  necessary  machinery  and  appliances 
connected  therewith,  and  laying  additional  pipes  and  mains, 
said  trustee  or  trustees  are  authorized,  with  the  consent  of 
the  city,  to  hire  money  and  to  issue  therefor  interest  bearing 
debentures,  in  the  manner  and  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  that 
which  may  be  specified  in  the  deed  of  trust  from  said  com- 
pany to  said  ^trustees,  which  deed  of  trust  shall  be  made  in 
accordance  with  the  directions  of  said  city.     Said  debentures  —redeemable

shall  be  made  redeemable  by  the  city  or  trustees  from  year  to 
year  through  a  series  of  years,  and  said  trustees  may  create 
or  hold  security  on  said  property  for  the  payment  of  said 
debentures.  And  when  said  city  shall  have  paid  from  its 
own  funds  ten  per  cent  of  the  amount  paid  to  the  Auburn 
Aqueduct  Company,  said  debentures  may  be  purchased  and 
held  by  savings  banks  in  this  state. 

Sect.  16.     Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  this  act  whenactihau 
shall  take  effect  when  approved.

Chapter  83. 

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Seal  Harbor  and  Shore  Front  Water  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  ffoTise  of  Bepresentatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows : 

Sect.  1.  James  T.  Gardiner,  D.Everett  Kimball,  Alanson  oorpomtors. 
E.  Clement,  Edwin  H.  Abbot  and  William  C.  Doane,  and 
such  persons  as  they  may  associate  with  themselves  in  the 
enterprise,  are  hereby  incorporated  into  a  corporation  by  the 
name  of  the  Seal  Harbor  and  Shore  Front  Water  Company  —corporate 
for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  village  of  Seal  Harbor,  the 
territory  lying  between  said  Seal  Harbor  and  North  East 
Harbor  in  the  town  of  Mount  Desert,  county  of  Hancock  and 
state  of  Maine,  with  pure  water  for  domestic,  sanitary  and 
municipal  purposes,  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  the  supply 
of  shipping  and  the  use  of  manufactories.

Authority  is  hereby  given  to  the  Piscataquis  Falls 
Pulp  and  Paper  Company,  a  corporation  duly  established  by 
law,  and  having  its  place  of  business  at  Enfield,  in  the  county 
of  Penobscot,  to  locate,  construct  and  maintain  in  the  Penob-

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  a^seniUedy  as  follows : 

Sect.  1.  William  D.  Pennell,  Wallace  H.  White,  Edwin 
T.  Gile,  John  R.  Learned,  F.  Outmann,  F.  B.  Sands,  Roscoe 
C.  Reynolds,  George  W.  Bean,  George  D.fArmstrong,  H, 
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L.  Pratt,  Dennis  J.  Callahan,  William  W.  Stetson,  J.  W.  ^"^^'  ^^ 
Mitchell,  George  G.  Gifford,  Z.  J.  Campbell,  Eusebe  Provost, 
Charles  H.  Osgood,  T.  F.  Callahan,  F.  M.  Drew,  John  Har- 
per, Albert  R.  Savage,  Albert  M.  Penley,  or  such  of  them  as

E.  and  A.  Mudge,  all  of  Sanford,  their  associates  and  suc- 
cessors, are  hereby  created  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  the 
Sanford  Trust  and  Banking  Company,  to  be  located  at  Spring- 
vale,  town  of  Sanford,  in  the  county  of  York  and  state  of 
Maine.

Sect.  1.  Benjamin  P.  J.  Weston,  Weston  Lewis,  Josiah 
S.  Maxcy,  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby 
incorporated  by  the  name  of  the  Madison  Water  Company, 
for  the  purpose  of  conveying  to  and  supplying  the  inhabitants 
of  the  towns  of  Madison  and  Anson,  and  of  such  parts  of  the 
towns  of  Sturks  and  Norridgewock  as  may  be  within  two 
miles  of  the  Madison  and  Anson  toll  bridge,  with  water  for 
all  domestic,  sanitary  and  municipal  purposes,  including  the 
extinguishment  of  fires,  with  all  the  rightsi  and  privileges, 
and  subject  to  all  the  liabilities  and  obligation  of  similar 
corporations,  under  the  general  laws  of  this  state.

Said  com- 
pany may  hold  real  or  personal  estate  necessary  and  convenient 
for  its  purposes  aforesaid. 

Sect.  13.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  foregoing 
provisions  or  either  of  them,  said  company  is  authorized  to 
issue  its  bonds  from  time  to  time  in  such  form  and  amount 
and  on  such  time  and  rates  as  it  may  deem  expedient,  and 
secure  the  same  by  appropriate  mortgages  of  its  property  and 
franchise. 

Sect.  14.  The  first  meeting  of  said  company  may  be 
called  by  a  written  notice  thereof,  signed  by  any  two  corpo- 
rators herein  named,  and  served  upon  each  corporator  by 
giving  him  the  same  in  hand,  or  by  leaving  the  same  at  his 
last  and  usual  place  of  abode,  at  least  seven  da^s  before  the 
meeting.

An  Act  relating  to  drains  and  common  sewers  in  the  city  of  Rockland. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Mepresentatives- 
in  Legislature  assembled,  as  follows  : 

Sect.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  municipal  officers  of 
Rockland «  when  said  city  has  constructed  and  completed  any 
public  drain  or  common  sewer,  to  determine  what  lots  or 
parcels  of  land  are  benefited  by  such  drain  or  sewer,  and  to 
estimate  and  assess  upon  such  lots  and  parcels  of  land,  and 
against  the  owner  thereof,  or  person  in  possession,  or  against 
whom  the  taxes  thereon  shall  be  assessed,  whether  said  persot> 
to  whom  the  assessment  is  so  made  shall  be  the  owner,  tenant,, 
lessee  or  agent,  and  whether  the  same  is  occupied  or  not,, 
such  8um  not  exceeding:  such  benefit  as  they  may  deem  just 
and  equitable  towards  defraying  the  expenses  of  constructing^ 
and  completing  such  drain  or  sewer,  the  whole  of  such  assess- 
ments not  to  exceed  three-fourths  oY  the  cost  of  such  drain  or 
sewer,  and  such  drain  or  sewer  shall  forever  thereafter  be 
maintained  and  kept  in  repair  by  said  city.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows : 

Sect.  1.  All  that  part  of  the  town  of  Camden  lying  north-  c^rp^^^^ 
erly  of  the  following  described  line,  namely :  beginning  on

And  the  name  of  the  residue  of  the  town  of  Camden,  southerly 
of  the  line  aforesaid,  is  hereby  changed  to  Rockport. 

Sect.  2.  The  several  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Camden 
shall  be  holden  to  pay  all  taxes  which  have  been  legally 
assessed  upon  them  by  the  town  of  Catnden,  and  the  col- 
lectors of  taxes  for  said  town  of  Camden  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  required  to  collect  and  pay  all  taxes  to  them  already 
committed  according  to  their  respective  warrants.  All  moneys 
now  in  the  treasury  of  said  town  of  Camden,  and  all  sums 
which  shall  hereafter  be  received  from  taxes  heretofore 
assessed,  shall  be  applied  to  the  several  purposee  for  which 
they  were  raised,  and  in  case  of  any  excess,  said  excess  shall 
be  applied  by  the  treasurer  of  Rockport  in  payment  of  the 
indebtedness  of  the  original  town  of  Camden. 

Sect.  3.  The  existing  liabilities  and  obligations  of  the 
town  of  Camden  shall  be  divided  as  follows  :  the  town  debt

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Hepresentatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows : 

Sect.  1.  E.  L.  Houghton,  Nicholas  Fessenden,  £.  W. 
Gowing,  C.  P.  Allen  and  M.  N.  Drew,  their  associates,  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  by  the 
name  of  the  Frontier  Telephone  and  Telegraph  company, 
with  all  the  powers,  rights  and  privileges,  and  subject  to  all 
the  duties  and  obligations  granted  and  prescribed  by  the 
general  laws  of  this  state  relating  to  corporations.

An  Act  additional  to  and  amendatory  of  chapter  forty-seven  of  the  Private  and  Special  Law^ 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Waterviile  and  Fairfield 
Railroad  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows  : 

Sect.  1.  The  Waterville  and  Fairfield  Railroad  Company^ 
a  corporation  established  by  law,  is  hereby  authorized  to  con-

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled ^  as  follows  : 

Sect.  1.     Chapter  one   hundred   and    thirty-five   of    the  ch.  iss, private

private  and  special  hiwsof  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five, 
entitled  **An  Act  to  establish  a  municipal  court  in  the  city  of 
Auburn,"  as  amended  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  eighty-six 
of  the  private  and  special  laws  of  the  same  year,  and  chapter 
fifty-one  of  the  private  and  special  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty-one,  is  hereby  further  amended  so  that  the  same, 
when  amended,  shall  read  as  follows  : 

'Sect.  1.     A  municipal  court  is  hereby  established  in  and  Municipal  court

justice  of  the   peace  and  of  the  quorum  and  have  and  exer-  jariMiction. 
cise   concurrent  authority  and  jurisdiction  with  trial  justices 
over  all  matters  and  things  by  law  within  their   jurisdiction, 
and  such  authority  and  jurisdiction  additional  thereto  as  is  con- 
ferred upon  him  by  this  act  and  who  shall  receive  from  said 
city  an  annual  salary  of  eight  hundred  dollars,  to  be  paid  to  —*^^' 
him  in  quarterly  payments. 

'Sect.  2.     Said  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  as  follows :

offenses  and   misdemeanors  committed  therein  as  are  cogniz-

dollars,  and  both   parties,  or  any  plaintiff  and  a  person  sum-  JSo^etc.*^*^*^ 
moned  as  a  trustee,  reside  in  the  city  of  Auburn,  including 
prosecutions  for  penalties  in  which  said  city  is  interested  and 
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actions  of  forcible  entry  and  detainer  arising  therein ;  and 
concurrent  jurisdiction  with  trial  justices  in  said  county  of 
all  other  civil  actions  and  other  civil  proceedings  cogniz- 
ant by  them,  not  within  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  said 
court  or  of  the  municipal  court  of  the  city  of  Lewiston ;  pro- 
vided, that  any  civil  action,  in  which  the  judge  or  clerk  is 
interested,  but  which  otherwise  would  be  within  the  exclusive 
jurisdiction  of  said  court,  may  be  brought  in  and  disposed  of 
by  the  Lewiston  municipal  court  in  the  same  manner  and 
with  like  effect  as  other  actions  therein. 

III.  Original  jurisdiction  concurrent  with  the  supreme 
judicial  court,  of  the  offenses  described  in  sections  one,  six, 
seven  and  nine  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty  of  the 
revised  statutes,  when  the  alleged  value  of  the  property 
exceeds  twenty  but  does  not  exceed  fifty  dollars,  of  the 
offenses  described  in  section  twenty -eight  of  chapter  one  hun- 
dred and  eighteen  of  the  revised  statutes ;  of  the  offenses 
described  in  sections  one  and  four  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
twenty-six  of  the  revised  statutes,  when  the  alleged  value  of 
the  property  fraudulently  ol)tained,  mortgaged  or  sold,  or 
fraudulently  removed  or  concealed,  does  not  exceed  fifty  dol- 
lars, and  on  conviction  may  punish  for  either  of  said  offenses 
by  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  and  by  imprisonment  in  the 
county  juil  not  more  than  four  months ;  and  also  of  the  offense 
described  in  section  six  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
four  of  the  revised  statutes,  and  on  conviction  may  punish 
therefor  by  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  and  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  jail  not  more  than  thirty  days ;  and  also 
of  the  offenses  described  in  section  four  of  chapter  one  hun- 
dred and  forty-one  of  the  revised  statutes  and  on  conviction, 
may  sentence  therefor  to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not 
more  than  sixty  days,  and  of  the  offenses  described  in  sections 
seventeen  and  twenty-two  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
eight  of  the  revised  statutes,  relating  to  tramps,  as  amended 
by  chapter  two  hundred  and  eighty-eight  of  the  public  laws 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  and  on  conviction  may 
punish  therefor  as  therein  provided. 

IV.  Original  jurisdiction  concurrent  with  the  supreme 
judicial  court  and  the  municipal  court  of  the  city  of  Le*viston 
of  all  civil  actions  in  which  the  debt  or  damages  demanded, 
exceed  twenty  dollars  but  do  not  exceed  thrur  hundred  dollars 
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«nd  the  defendant  resides  within  the  county  of  Androscoggin  ;  v^hap.  152 

provided,  however,  that  any  action  wherein  the  debt  or  damage 

-demanded  exceeds  twenty  dollars,  brought  in  said  court,  shall 

be  removed  by  order  of  the  judge  into  the  supreme  judicial 

-court,  on  motion  of  the  defendant,  filed  at  the  return  term,  if 

he  files  therewith,  at  the  same  time  an  affidavit  that  he  believes 

be  has  a  good  defense  to  said  action,  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  in 

^ood  faith  intends  to  make  such  defense,  and  deposits  with 

the  clerk,  the  fee  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  above  for  entering

^Sect.  3.     Nothing  in  the  foregoing  section  shall  be  con- 
strued to  give  said  court  any  authority  exceeding  that  of  trial  ^°f^Jt*i*xied 
justices  to  bear  and  determine  any  civil  action  in  which  the  ^a\  jLtioes, 
title  to  real  estate,  according  to  the  pleadings  or  brief  state-  ^ai  efuuu 
meut  filed  therein  by  either  partv,  is  in  question,  but  all  such 
actions  brought  therein    shall   be  removed  to  the  supreme 
judicial  court  in  the  county,  or  otherwise  disposed   of  as 
provided  in  section  four  of  chapter  eighty-three  of  the  re* 
vised  statutes. 

*Sect.  4.     The  clerk  of  said  court  shall   be  a  citizen  of  Quaiificatton,

sessions  of  said  court  held  for  civil  business  and  during  all 
criminal  proceedings  before  it,  and  keep  a  record  of  its 
doings ;  and  he  may  administer  oaths  and  affirmations,  and 
.shall  have  all  such  other  powers  and  perform  all  such  other 
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civil  or  criminal,  within  its  jurisdiction,  as  clerks  of  the 
supreme  judicial  court  have  and  perform  relative  to  like  pro- 
ceedings in  that  court.  He  may  receive  criminal  complaints 
and  accusations  in  bastardy  and  issue  warrants  thereon,  to  be 
returned  before  said  court  and  shall  make  and  sign  all  subpoenas 
and  all  processes  of  commitment  issued  thereby,  but  any  such 
warrant  or  other  precept  signed  and  issued  by  the  judge  shall 
be  equally  valid.  Should  the  judge  of  said  court  be  absent, 
or  should  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  office  of  judge  thereof,  said 
clerk,  during  such  absence  or  vacancy,  shall  have  aJl  the 
powers  and  discharge  all  the  duties  of  said  judge  in  relation 
to  the  criminal  business  of  said  court. 

'Sect.  6.  Said  court  shall  have  authority  to  administer  all 
necessary  oaths  or  affirmations ;  to  hear  and  determine  civil 
causes  before  it,  and  to  render  judgment  therein,  and  issue 
execution  upon  the  same,  such  execution,  except  when  other- 
wise provided  by  law  to  have  the  same  force  and  be  satisfied 
in  the  same  manner  as  if  issued  by  the  supreme  judicial  court ; 
to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  and  punish  persons  duly 
summoned  as  witnesses,  if  they  refuse  or  neglect  to  attend  ; 
to  make  and  enforce  such  rules  and  regulations  not  repug- 
nant to  law,  as  may  be  necessary  therein  for  the  prompt 
administration  of  justice  ;  and  all  the  provisions  of  law  relat- 
ing to  proceedings  and  practice  in  the  supreme  judicial  court, 
and  to  the  attachment  of  real  or  personal  estate,  the  tax- 
ation of  costs,  the  rendition  of  judgments  and  the  issuing, 
service,  satisfaction  and  return  of  executions  shall  be  extended 
to  and  apply  to  said  municipal  court  and  to  proceedings 
therein,  except  so  far  as  such  application  may  be  modified  by 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

'Sect.  7.  Writs  in  civil  actions  commenced  in  said  court 
shall  be  in  the  usual  forms  and  all  such  writs  and  all  other 
precepts  and  processes,  civil  or  criminal,  issued  by  said  court, 
shall  bear  teste  of  the  judge  under  seal  of  said  court,  and  be 
signed  by  the  judge  or  by  the  clerk,  and  be  of  equal  validity 
when  signed  by  either.  All  such  writs  shall  be  made  returna- 
ble at  one  of  the  next  two  terms  of  said  court  held  after  seven 
days  from  their  date,  and  service  thereof  may  be  made  at 
any  time  not  less  than  seven  days  before  the  return  day 
thereof,  except  that  when  any  defendant  or  trustee  named  in 
any  such  writ  is  a  corporation,  service  upon  such  corporation

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must  be  made  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  return  day.     In  '  ^^ 

a  prosecution  in  said  court  for  an  offense  against  any  ordinance 
of  the  city  of  Auburn,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  recite  such 
ordinance  in  the  complaint,  or  to  set  out  the  offense  more 
particularly  than  in  a  prosecution  for  an  offense  against  a 
public  statute. 

'Sect.  8.  Said  court  shall  be  held  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  Terms. 
of  every  month,  except  August,  for  the  entry,  trial  and 
determination  of  civil  actions  of  all  kinds  that  may  lawfully 
be  brought  before  it,  and  for  the  transaction  of  other  civil 
business,  and  upon  each  other  Tuesday  of  the  same  months 
for  the  entry,  trial  and  determination  of  actions  of  forcible 
entry  and  detainer  only,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  at 
such  suitable  place  within  the  city  of  Auburn  as  said  city 
shall  provide.  When  held  for  civil  business  it  may  be  — adjonmed. 
adjourned  from  time  to  time  by  the  judge,  but  it  shall  be 
considered  as  at  all  times  in  session  for  the  cognizance  of 
criminal  actions. 

•Sect.  ft.     Should  the  judge  be  prevented  by  any  cause  when  judge  u 
from  attending  at  the  time  designated  in  the  foregoing  section  attending. cierk 
for  holding  a  monthly  or  other  civil  term  of  said  court,  the  court. 
clerk  shall  enter  all  actions  then  returnable,  and  all  pleas, 
motions,  disclosures,  accounts  in  set  off  and  other  papers 
then  filed,  and  adjourn  the  court  to  a  day  certain,  not  beyond 
the  third  day  thereafter.     On  that  day,  if  the  judge  is  still 
absent,  the  clerk  shall,  by  public  proclamation,  adjourn  the 
court  without  day  ;  but  shall  first  record  default  and  enter  up  ^pro<J«ediiifcs. 
judgment  in  all  actions  of  the  term  not  answered  to  by  the 
defendants,  except  trustee  actions,  and  in  all  trustee  actions 
not  answered  to  by  the  defendants,  or  by  the  trustees  therein 
named  and  summoned,  and  also,  by  consent  of  the  parties  in 
any  continued  action  cognizable  at  such  term,  and  shall  con- 
tinue all  other   actions :  provided,  that  all  continuances  of 
actions  of  forcible  entry  and  detainer,  in  said  court  whether 
by  the  clerk,  as  above  provided,  or  by  order  of  the  judge 
when  present,  shall  be   only  to   the   next  term,  .weekly  or 
monthly,  at  which  such  actions  are  cognizable.     In  case  a 
vacancy  should  occur  in  the  office  of  the  judge,  any  civil  term  .tncueof 
of  said  court  occurring  during  such  vacancy,  shall  be  adjourned  mayaS^onn! 
by  the  clerk  from  time  to  time  not  more  than  three  days  at  time. 
any  one   time,  without  transacting  any  other   business  aiid

until  such  vacancy  is  filled. 

'Sect.  10.  All  actions  in  suid  court  shall  be  entered  on 
the  first  day  of  the  term  at  which  they  are  made  returnable 
and  not  afterwards,  except  by  special  permission.  When  a 
defendant  legally  served  fails  to  appear  during  the  first  two 
days  of  the  return  term,  he  may  be  defaulted  and  the  charge 
in  the  declaration  taken  to  be  true;  but  if  he  afterwards 
appear  during  the  term,  the  court  may  permit  the  default  to 
be  taken  off.  Pleas  in  abatement  must  be  filed  on  or  before 
the  second  day  of  the  term,  and  shall  be  heard  and  determined 
during  the  term  if  either  party  so  desire. 

*Sect.  11.  In  actions  of  forcible  entry  and  detainer 
brought  in  said  court,  the  defendant's  pleading  in  bar  shall 
be  the  general  issue  with  a  brief  statement  of  any  special 
matters  of  defense,  and  must  be  filed  within  the  first  twa 
days  of  the  return  term,  or  the  defendant  shall  be  defaulted, 
unless  the  court  enlarge  the  time,  for  which  it  may  impose 
terms.  In  any  other  actions  therein  the  pleadings  in  bar  may 
be  the  same  as  required  in  the  supreme  judicial  court,  and 
must  be  filed  on  or  before  the  second  day  of  the  next  monthly 
term  after  entry,  or  the  defendant  shilll  be  defaulted,  unless 
the  plaintiff  consents  to  an  extension  of  the  time  or  the  court 
for  good  cause,  with  or  without  terms  at  its  discretion,  allows 
such  extension.  All  actions  of  forcible  entry  and  detainer, 
and  any  other  action  in  which  either  party  shall  have  given 
written  notice  to  the  adverse  party  ten  days  before  the  return 
day  that  he  desires  a  trial  at  the  first  term,  shall  be  in  order 
for  trial  at  the  return  term,  and  so  remain  until  tried  or 
otherwise  finally  disposed  of,  unless  continued  by  consent, 
or  on  motion  of  either  party  for  good  cause,  in  which  latter 
case  the  court  may  impose  reasonable  terms,  but  all  other 
actions  not  defaulted  or  otherwise  finally  disposed  of,  shall 
be  continued  as  of  course,  and  be  in  order  for  trial  at  the 
next  term. 

'SeIot.  12.  Any  party  may  appeal  from  .a  judgment  or 
sentence  of  said  court  to  the  supreme  judicial  court,  in  the 
same  manner  and  subject  to  the  same  conditions  as  from  a 
judgment  or  sentence  of  a  trial  justice. 

'Sect.  13.  The  costs  and  fees  allowed  to  parties,  attor- 
neys and  witnesses  in  all  civil  actions  in  said  court,  in  which 
the  debt  or  damages  recovered  does  not  exceed  twenty  dollars 
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including  actions  of  forcible  entry  and  detainer,  shall  be  the   zE^^ zL 

same  allowed  by  trial  justices  in  like  actions  before  them, 
except  that  the  plaintiff,  if  he  prevail,  shall  be  allowed  two 
dollars  for  his  writ,  and  the  defendant,  if  he  prevail,  two  dol- 
lars for  his  pleadings,  but  in  actions  in  which  the  amount 
recovered  exceeds  twenty  dollars,  the  costs  and  fees  shall  be 
the  same  as  allowed  in  the  supreme  judicial  court,  in  like 
actions,  except  that  the  defendant,  if  he  prevail,  shall  be 
allowed  two  dollars  for  his  pleadings,  and  that  witnesses  shall 
be  allowed  one  dollar  per  day,  and  travel  as  in  other  cases. 

*Sect.  14.  No  fees  shall  be  allowed  or  taxed  for  said  Fee«, which 
judge  in  any  civil  action  or  proceeding  in  said  court;  and  ijiowecuotax. 
none  shall  be  taxed  for  him  in  any  criminal  action  or  proceed- 
ing therein  for  any  service,  the  fee  for  which  is  to  be  allowed 
the  clerk,  as  provided  in  section  fifteeen,  but  for  any  other 
services  in  criminal  matters,  the  same  fees  shall  be  allowed 
for  him  and  at  the  same  rates  as  are  allowed  by  law  to  trial 
justices  for  like  services,  except  that  his  fee  for  a  complaint 
and  warrant  shall  be  one  dollar,  and  for  the  trial  of  a  com- 
plaint or  of  a  libel  of  intoxicating  liquors,  two  dollars  for  the 
first  day  and  one  dollar  for  every  additional  day  engaged 
therein,  all  of  which  fees  shall  inure  to  the  city  of  Auburn 
and  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  said  city,  whose  receipt  shall 
be  a  sufficient  voucher  for  such  payment. 

*Sect.  15.     The  clerk  of  said  court  may  tax  and  shall  be  Fees,  wwch 

•^  clerk  may  be 

allowed  for  his  services  in  a  civil  action  the  same  fees,  the  jJJj^^fJe*** 
trial  fee  excepted,  allowed  by  law  to  trial  .justices,  for  like 
services,  and  at  the  same  rates,  except  that  he  shall  be 
entitled  to  sixty  cents  for  entering  and  i;ecording  an  action 
and  twenty-five  cents  for  taxing  the  costs,  said  fees  to  be  paid 
him  by  the  party  at  whose  instance  the  services  were  per- 
formed, and  taxed  with  thfe  costs  of  such  party  if  be  prevail 
in  the  suit.  For  his, services  in  criminal  proceedings  he  shall 
be  entitled  to  forty  cents  for  taxing  the  costs  and  recording 
judgment,  ten  cents  for  each  subpcena,  twenty-five  cents  for 
each  mittimus  and  each  recognizance,  fifty  cents  for  making 
and  recording  each  libel  of  intoxicating  liquors,  and  twenty- 
five  cents  for  each  order  to  destroy  or  to  restore  such  liquors, 
said  fees  to  be  taxed  in  the  bills  of  costs,  and  unless  paid  into 
court,  to  be  allowed  by  the  county  commissioners,  and  paid 
by  the  county  treasurer,  as  provided  by  law  in  relation  to 
other  criminal  expenses. 
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*Sect.  16.  The  clerk  shall  receive  all  fines,  forfeitures  and 
costs  paid  into  court  in  criminal  proceedings,  and  may  retain 
from  such  costs  his  own  fees,  but  shall  pay  over  all  other  fees 
to  the  persons  to  whom  they  were  allowed  when  called  for, 
if  called  for  within  one  year,  except  the  fees  of  the  judge, 
which  he  shall  account  tor  and  pay  over  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  city  of  Auburn  at  the  end  of  every  three  months.  All 
fines  and  forfeitures  received  by  him,  and  all  fees  so  received 
but  not  seasonably  called  for,' he  shall  account  for  and  pay 
over  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  required  by  law,  but  no 
account  required  by  this  section  shall  be  deemed  sufficient 
unless  approved  and  signed  by  the  judge. 

•Sect.  17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  of  Auburn  to 
provide  a  suitable  court  room,  conveniently  situated  and  appro- 
priately fitted  up  and  furnished,  in  which  to  hold  said  court, 
and  keep  the  same  in  proper  condition  for  use,  and  also  to 
provide  for  said  court  an  appropriate  seal,  and  all  blanks, 
blank  books,  dockets,  stationery  and  other  things  necessary 
in  the  transaction  of  its  business ;  and  said  city  shall  have 
authority  to  raise  money  for  that  purpose  and  for  the  payment 
of  the  salary  of  the  judge. 

*Sect.  18.  Trial  justices  are  hereby  restricted  from  exer- 
cising any  jurisdiction  in  the  city  of  Auburn  over  any  matter 
or  thing,  civil  or  criminal,  except  such  as  are  within  the  juris- 
diction of  justices  of  the  peace  and  quorum  and  except  that 
they  may  issue  warrants  on  complaints  for  criminal  offenses, 
to  be  returned  before  said  municipal  court.' 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  eSeci  when  approved  so  far 
as  to  authorize  the  appointment  of  a  clerk  of  said  court  as 
provided  the!rein,  and  shall  be  in  full  effect  on  and  after  the 
fourth  Monday  in  March  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-one,  provided,  that  nothing  therein  shall  be  held  to 
restrict  or  enlarge  the  powers  of  the  judge  in  relation  to  any 
proceedings  pending  in  said  court  at  the  time  when  said  act 
goes  into  effect,  or  in  relation  to  any  writ  or  other  process 
then  already  issued  and  served. 

Sect.  3.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
this  act,  are  hereby  repealed.

Be  it  encLcted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows :

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows  : 

Sect.  1.  The  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Portland, 
whenever  in  their  judgment  the  public  interest  requires,  may 
lay  out,  make,  maintain  and  repair  any  public  drain  or  com- 
mon sewer  in  said  city,  and  may  assess  upon  the  owners  of 
the  abutting  lots  and  other  lots  benefited  thereby,  a  propor- 
tional part  of  the  charge  of  making  such  drain  or  common 
sewer,  to  be  ascertained  and  assessed  in  the  manner  herein- 
after provided. 

Sect.  2.     When  any  such  drain  or  sewer  is  completed,  the 
mayor  and  aldermen  of  said  city  shall  adjudge  what  parcels 
of  land  are  benefited  thereby,  and  shall  estimate  and  assess 
upon  such  lots  and   parcels   of  land,  and  against  the  owner 
thereof,  if  known,  such  sum,  not  exceeding  such  benefit,  as 
they  may  deem  just  and  equitable,  towards  defraying  the 
expenses  of  constructing  and  completing  such  drain  or  sewer, 
the  whole  of  said  assessments   not  to  exceed  two-thirds  of 
the  cost  of  such  drain  or   sewer,  and   such  drain  or  sewer

Any  person  who  shall  use  or  employ  on  said 
lake  any  boat  or  water  craft  propelled  by  steam,  for  hire  or 
as  common  carrier  without  being  authorized  by  said  Swasey 
or  assigns,  shall  forfeit  for  each  offense  not  less  than  fifty  and 
not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  and 
for  use  of  said  Swasey  and  assigns  in  an  action  of  debt. 

Sect.  4.  A  reasonable  toll  is  hereby  authorized  for  trans- 
portation of  persons  and  merchandise  across  said  lake,  the 
rate  to  be  established  by  the  county  commie^sioners  of  Oxford 
county,  from  time  to  time  as  they  may  determine.

Sect.  1.  The  Lake  Hebron  Navigation  Company,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns  is  hereby  vested  with  the  right  to  navigate 
Lake  Hebron,  otherwise  known  as  Hebron  pond,  in  the  town 
of  Monson,  with  every  kind  of  boat  propelled  by  steam,  used 
in  carrying  passengers  or  freight  for  public  use  for  the  term 
of  five  years,  provided,  that  if  said  company,  its  successors 
and  assigns  shall  neglect  for  the  term  of  five  days  between 
the  first  day  of  June  and  the  first  day  of  October  of  each  of 
said  five  years,  to  navigate  said  lake  with  a  steamboat  by 
making  regular  daily  trips  on  said  lake,  this  act  shall  be  void 
unless  such  neglect  shall  be  caused  by  some  unavoidable  acci- 
dent. Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  iipplying  to 
steamboats  used  by  private  parties  for  private  purposes. 

Sect.  2.  Any  person  or  corporation  who  shall  use  or 
employ  on  said  lake,  any  boat  or  water  craft  for  public  use 
propelled  by  steam,  without  being  authorized  by  said  com- 
pany, its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  forfeit  for  each  offense 
not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recov- 
ered by  and  for  said  company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  in 
an  action  of  debt.

the  town  of  Farmington. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows : 

Sect.  1.  The  town  of  Farmington  may  at  any  annual 
municipal  election,  held  in  said  town,  elect,  at  the  option  of 
said  town  instead  of  the  superintending  school  committee  or 
supervisor  of  schools  as  authorized  by  law,  either  a  school 
committee  of  five  persons,  or  a  committee  of  three  and  said 
committee  of  three  shall  elect  two  more  to  constitute  a 
school  committee  of  five  persons,  all  of  whom  shall  be 
residents  of  said  town  ;  said  school  committee  at  their  first 
meeting  shall  designate  by  lot  two  of  their  number  to  hold 
office  for  one  year,  two  to  hold  office  for  two  years  and 
one  to  hold  office  for  three  years,  or  until  others  are  elected 
and  qualified  in  their  stead  and  certify  such  designation  to  the 
town  clerk,  to  be  by  him  recorded ;  and  thereafter,  at  each 
annual  municipal  election  in  said  town,  a  person  shall  be 
elected  to  fill  the  place  of  each  one  whose  term  expires,  who 
shall  serve  three  years.  No  person  engaged  in  teaching  in 
the  public  schools  of  said  town  shall  be  a  member  of  said 
committee.

Sect.  2.  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  said  board 
otherwise  than  by  reason  of  the  expiration  of  the  term  of 
service,  the  remaining  members  shall  elect  by  ballot  a  person 
to  fill  such  vacancy,  and  certify  such  election  to  the  clerk 
of  said  town.  Such  person  shall  hold  office  until  the  next 
annual  election  of  municipal  officers,  (vhen  the  unexpired 
term,  if  any,  shall  be  filled  by  a  person  chosen  at  such 
election. 

Sect.  3.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  office, 
the  members  of  said  committee  shall  be  duly  sworn.

An  Act  to  divide  the  town  of  Jenesborongh  and  incorporate  the  town  of  Roqae  Blafle.- 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows : 

Sect.  1.  All  that  part  of  the  town  of  Jonesborough  lying' 
easterly  of  the  main  channel  of  Chandler's  river  and  southerly 
and  ea>terly  of  a  line  beginning  on  the  westerly  line  of  lot 
number  six  according  to  plan  and  survey  of  Benjamin  R. 
Jones  of  the  original  township  of  Jonesborough  at  Steep 
Creek,  so  called,  which  is  the  easterly  branch  of  Tide  Mill 
creek,  and  running  northerly  by  the  westerly  line  of  said  lot 
number  six  to  the  north-west  corner  thereof,  thence  easterly 
by  the  northerly  line  thereof  to  the  north-east  corner  thereof, 
thence  southerly  by  the  easterly  line  thereof  to  the  north- 
westerly corner  of  lot  number  two  in  the  third  range  east  of 
Chandler's  river,  thence  easterly  by  the  northerly  line  of  last 
named  lot  to  the  north-easterly  corner  thereof,  thence  north- 
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•erly  by  the  westerly  line  of  lot  number  two  in  the  second  ^^^^' 
range  to  the  north-westerly  corner  thereof,  thence  easterly 
by  the  northerly  line  of  last  named  lot  and  lot  number  two

Sect.  2.     The  several   inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Roque  5?Sii?iiSdS'' 
Bluffs  shall  be   holden   to   pay   all  taxes   which    have  been  l^g^JSiJb^"*" 
legally  assessed  upon  them  by  the  town  of  Jonesborough,  and  jonesborough. 
the  several  collectors  of  taxes  of  the  town  of  Jonesborough 
iire  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  collect    and  pay  all 
taxes  to  them  already  committed  according  to  their  respective 
warrants.     All  moneys  now  in  the  treasury  of  said  town  of  '^f^'^oP^^ 
Jonesborough,  and  all  sums   hereafter  received  from  taxes  ?£?u"bcap?uii 
already  assessed,  shall  be  applied  to  the  several  purposes  for  wuch raised. 
which  they  were  raised,  and  in  case  of  any  excess,  the  said 
excess  shall  be  applied  by  the  treasurer  of  Jonesborough  in 
payment  of  the  indebtedness  of  said  town  of  Jonesborough. 

Sect.  3.  The  existing  liabilities  of  the  town  of  Jones-  Eziiting 
borough  shall  be  divided  as  follows.  The  town  debt  shall  be  dwided! ' 
borne  by  said  towns  in  proportion  to  the  valuation  of  their 
respective  territories  as  taken  by  the  assessors  in  April 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety.  Each  town  shall  henceforth 
bear  all  expenses  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  all  roads 
and  bridgee  within  its  respective  limits.  The  expense  of  aid- 
ing or  maintaining  all  paupers  now  being  aided  or  supported 
by  the  town  of  Jonesboruugb  or  to  be  aided  or  supported  up 
to  the  time  of  division,  is  to  be  borne  by  each  town  in  pro- 
portion to  the  valuation  of  their  respective  territories  as  taken 
by  the  assessors  in  April  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety.  After 
division  all  paupers  are  to  be  maintained  and  supported  by 
the  town  in  whose  territory  they  resided  when  they  became 
paapers,  excepting  Christopher  P.  Decker  and  Jerusha  Look, 
who  are  now  being  supported  by  the  town  of  Jonesborough. 
Whatever  expense  may  be  incurred  after  division  in  aiding  or 
supporting  said  two  persons  while  they  live,  is  to  be  borne 
by  both  towns  in  the  proportion  aforesaid. 
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Sect.  4.  AH  the  real  and  personal  property  now  owned 
by  the  town  of  Jonesborough  shall  hereafter  be  owned  by  the 
said  towns,  in  common,  in  the  proportion  of  their  respective 
valuations  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  be  divided  accordingly. 
The  records  and  papers  of  the  town  of  Jonesborough  shall  be 
hereafter  retained  by  said  town  of  Jonesborough  and  each 
town  shall  have  access  to  the  same. 

Sect.  5.  The  several  school  districts  divided  by  this  act 
shall  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  law  applicable  to* 
school  districts  composed  of  parts  of  towns. 

Sect.  6.  Until  a  new  apportionment  of  the  state  shall  be 
made,  the  town  of  Jonesborough  and  the  town  of  Roque 
Bluffs  shall  remain  in  the  same  representative  district  with 
which  the  town  of  Jonesborough  is  now  classed. 

Sect.  7.  Any  justice  of  the  pedce  in  the  county  of  Wash- 
ington may  issue  his  warrant  to  any  legal  voter  in  the  town  of 
Roque  Bluffs,  directing  him  to  notify  the  inhabitants  thereof 
to  meet  at  a  time  and  place  specified  in  said  warrant,  giving^ 
at  least  seven  days  notice  therefor,  for  the  choice  of  town  offi- 
cers and  to  transact  such  business  as  towns  are  authorized 
to  do. 

Sect.  8.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

ing five  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  not  less  than  six 
months,  and  shall  be  liable  to  said  company  for  three  times 
the  actual  damages  to  be  recovered  in  any  proper  action.

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and  are  hereby  made  a  corporation  under  the  name  of  the 
Mou8am  Water  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the 
inhabitants  of  the  towns  of  Kennebunk,  Kennebunkport  and 
Wetis  with  pure  water  for  domestic,  sanitary,  industrial  and 
municipal  purposes,  including  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  the

East  pond, 
McGraw  pond,  Ellis  pond,  Long  pond  or  Great  pond,  said 
ponds  situated  in  the  counties  of  Kennebec  and  Somerset,  or 
from  any  stream  flowing  into  or  out  of  either  of  said  ponds, 
for  a  period  of  four  years  from  the  first  day  of  May,  eighteen 
hundred  ninety-one. 

Sect.  2.  No  person  shall  take  any  white  perch  from  either 
of  the  ponds  or  streams  named  in  section  one,  for  the  purpose 
of  sale;  and  any  person  taking  white  perch  from  either  of 
said  ponds  or  streams  in  any  manner  whatever,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  sale,  or  who  offers  white  perch  so  taken  for  sale,  or 
who  sells  or  in  any  manner  disposes  of  white  perch  so  taken 
for  profit  to  himself  or  another,  or  ships  said  white  perch  so 
taken  to  any  person  outside  of  this  state,  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each  fish  so  taken,  sold,  offered  for 
sale  or  shipped,  as  hereinbefore  prohibited.  The  same  to  be 
recovered  on  complaint  before  any  triul  justice,  police  or 
municipal  court,  in  either  of  said  counties  of  Kennebec  or 
Somerset,  one-half  to  the  complainant  and  one-half  to  the 
county  in  which  said  complaint  is  made.

conspicuous  place  in  the  vicinity  of  the  lot  or  -parcel  of  land 
so  assessed  at  least  thirty  days  before  said  hearing,  or  such 
notice  may  be  given  by  publishing  the  same  three  weeks  suc- 
cessively in  any  newspaper  published  in  the  city  of  Portland,

Any  person  who  is  aggrieved  by  the  doings  of 
said  municipal  officers  in  laying  out  said  sewer  or  by  the  doings 
of  said  commissioners  in  constructing  said  sewer,  or  in  making 
said  assessments,  may  appeal  therefrom  to  the  next  term  of  the 
supreme  judicial  court  which  shall  be  holden  in  the  county  of 
Cumberland,  more  than  thirty  days  from  and  after  the  day  when 
the  hearing  last  mentioned  is  concluded,  excluding  the  day  of 
the  commencement  of  the  session  of  said  court ;  the  appellants 
shall  serve  written  notice  of  such  appeal  upon  said  commis- 
sioners fourteen  days  at  least  before  the  session  of  the  court, 
and  shall,  at  the  first  term,  file  a  complaint  setting  forth  sub- 
stantially the  facts  in  the  case ;  either  party  shall  be  entitled 
to  a  trial  by  jury,  or  the  matter  in  dispute  may,  if  the 
parties  so  agree,  be  decided  by  a  committee  of  reference,

'Sect.  6.  Whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  said  commis- 
sioners, the  building  of  such  drain  or  common  sewer  shall 
damage  any  land  owner,  the  said  commissioners  shall  estimate, 
and  the  town  shall  pay,  such  damages,  in  the  same  manner 
and  form  as  is  provided  in  the  statutes,  in  relation  to  damages 
in  building  ways. 

*Sect.  7.  Any  person  may  enter  his  private  drain  into  any 
such  public  drain  or  sewer  while  the  same  is  under  construc- 
tion and  before  the  same  is  completed,  and  before  the  assess- 
ments are  made,  on  obtaining  a  permit  in  writing  from  the 
commissioners ;  but  after  the  same  is  completed  and  the 
assessments  made,  no  person  shall  enter  his  private  drain  into 
the  same  until  he  has  paid  his  assessment  and  obtained  a 
permit  in  writing  from  the  commissioners.  All  permits  given 
to  enter  any  such  drain  or  sewer  shall  be  recorded  by  the 
clerk  of  said  town  before  the  same  are  issued. 

'Sect.  8.  All  assessments  made  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  create  a  lien  upon  each  and  every  lot  or  parcel 
of  land  so  assessed,  which  lien  shall  continue  two  years  after 
said  assessments  are  payable,  and  within  ten  days  after  they 
are  made  the  clerk  of  said  town  shall  make  out  a  list  of  all 
such  assessments,  the  amount  of  each  assessment,  and  the 
name  of  the  person,  if  known,  against  whom  the  same  is 
assessed,  to  be  by  him  certified ;  and  he  shall  deliver  the  same 
to  the  treasurer  of  said  town,  and  if  said  assessments  are  not 
paid  within  three  months  from  the  date  of  said  assessments,

The  organization  of  Penobscot  Water  and  Power 
Company,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  general  laws  of 
the  state  of  Maine,  the  certificate  of  organization  of  which 
corporation  was  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state, 
on  the  first  day  of  Movember,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
nine,  is  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed. 

Sect.  2.  Said  corporation  is  authorized  and  empowered 
to  take  water  from  Penobscot  river  sufficient  for  domestic, 
sanitary,  fire,  municipal  and  all  other  purposes  incidental 
thereto,  including  the  running  of  water  motors,  in  the  towns 
of  Old  Town,  Milford,  Orono  and  Veazie,  and  the  city  of 
Brewer,  in  the  county  of  Penobscot,  and  also  in  Old  Town, 
or  Indian  island.

tion,  and  at  the  time  hereinafter  designated,  the  land  agent  is  Su^ridje^it*^* 
hereby  directed  to  declare  and  accept  on  behalf  of  the  state,  ^^^'^**^'*- 
the  reversion  to  the  state  of  all  the  property  and  title  in  the 
toll  bridge  across  the  Penobscot  river  at  Old  Town,  with,  all

STATE  TAX.  529 

Sect.  2.  The  treasurer  of  this  state  shall,  in  the  month  of  Chap.  340 
April,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-one,  send  his  warrant  with  a  copy  of  this  tax  act,  directed 
to  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  selectmen  or  assessors  of  each  city, 
town  or  plantation,  taxed  as  aforesaid,  requiring  them  respectively 
to  assess,  in  dollars  and  cents,  the  sums  so  charged,  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  law  for  the  assessment  of  taxes  and  to  add 
the  amount  of  such  tax  to  the  amount  of  countv  and  town  taxes, 
to  be  by  them  assessed  in  each  city,  town  and  plantation  or  other 
place,  respectively. 

Sect.  3.  The  treasurer  of  state  in  his  said  warrant,  shall  require 
the  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  selectmen  or  assessors,  respectively, 
to  pay  or  to  issue  their  several  warrant  or  warrants  requiring  the 
collectors  of  their  several  cities,  towns  and  plantations,  to  collect 
and  pay  in  to  the  treasurer  of  their  respective  cities,  towns  and 
plantations,  the  sums  against  said  cities,  towns  and  plantations, 
respectively,  in  this  act  contained,  which  said  respective  treasurers 
shall  pay  to  the  state  treasurer  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-two,  and^'  said 
mayor,  selectmen  and  assessors,  respectively,  shall  return  a  certifi- 
cate of  the  names  of  such  collectors,  with  the  sums  which  each  col- 
lector may  be  required  to  collect,  to  said  state  treasurer,  sometime 
before  the  first  day  of  December,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  ninety-one. 

Sect.  4.  When  the  time  lor  the  payment  of  a  -State  tax  to  the 
treasurer  of  state  has  expired,  and  it  is  unpaid,  the  treasurer  of 
state  shall  give  notice  thereof  to  the  municipal  officers  of  any 
delinquent  town,  and  unless  such  tax  shall  be  paid  within  sixty 
days,  the  treasurer  of  state  may  issue  his  warrant  to  the  sheriff  of 
the  ct>unty,  requiring  him  to  levy,  by  distress  and  sale,  upon  the 
real  and  personal  property  of  any  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town ; 
and  the  sheriff  or  his  deputy  shall  execute  such  warrants,  observing 
the  regulations  provided  for  satisfying  warrants  against  deficient 
collectors,  as  prescribed  by  chapter  six  of  the  revised  statutes. 

Sect.  5.  When  any  state  tax  assessed  upon  any  city  or  town 
remains  unpaid,  such  city  or  town  is  precluded  from  drawing  from 
the  state  treasury  the  school  funds  set  apart  for  such  city  or;town, 
so  long  as  such  tax  remains  unpaid. 

Sect.  6.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembledj  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  That  each  city,  town,  plantation,  or  any  other  place 
hereinafter  named,  within  this  state,  shall  be  assessed  and  pay  the 
several  sums  with  which  they  respectively  stand  charged  in  the  fol- 
lowing lists  ;  the  same  being  in  addition  to  the  poll  tax  of  one  cent 
on  each  poll,  a  tax  of  two  and  three- fourths  mills  on  the  dollar  of 
the  present  valuation,  for  the  current  disbursements  of  the  treasury, 
for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- two  and  for  the  school 
mill  fund  established  by  an  act  approved  February  twenty-seven, 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two.

<^g^'  IQ*  Chapter  104, 

ResolTe  to  ftppoition  State  Senmtora  to  the  Legislature. 

ApporttoDiMnt  Resolved t  That  the  sixty-sixth  legislature  and  the  succeed- 
ing legislatures  to  and  including  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  one,  the  state  be,  and  hereby  is  divided  into  sixteen  dis- 
trictn  for  the  choice  of  senators,  and  each  district  shall  be 
entitled  to  elect  the  number  of  senators  herein  provided,  for 
the  term  of  ten  years,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  consti- 
tution. 

The  county  of  York  shall  form  the  first  district,  and  be 
entitled  to  elect  three  senators. 

The  county  of  Cumberland  shall  form  the  second  district, 
and  be  entitled  to  elect  four  senators. 

The  county  of  Oxford  shall  form  the  third  district,  and  be 
entitled  to  elect  two  senators. 

The  county  of  Androscoggin  shall  form  the  fourth  district, 
and  be  entitled  to  elect  two  senators. 

The  county  of  Franklin  shall  form  the  fifth  district,  and  be 
entitled  to  elect  one  senator.

GOVERNOR  BURLEIGH'S  ADDRESS. 


Qentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

At  the  beginning  of  the  important  and  exacting  duties 
which,  as  the  chosen  representatives  of  the  people  of  Maine, 
will  devolve  upon  you  during  the  next  few  months,  it  is  my 
pleasant  privilege  to  welcome  you  to  more  commodious  and 
convenient  quarters  than  have  been  enjoyed  by  your  prede- 
cessors. 

The  increased  health  and  comfort  thus  secured  to  you  will, 
it  is  hoped,  go  far  towards  facilitating  the  labors  of  the 
session. 

FINANCIAL. 

On  the  first  day  of  October,  1869,  when  bonds  were  issued 
under  the  Act  of  1^68,  in  payment  of  the  Municipal  War 
Debts  assumed  by  the  State,  the  total  bonded  indebtedness  of 
Maine  reached  its  highest  point,  amounting  at  that  time  to 
$8,100,900.  Deducting  from  this  the  accumulations  then 
in  the  Sinkino^  Fund,  amounting,  at  their  par  value,  to  $972,- 
530,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  net  indebtedness  of  the 
State  was  $7,128,370.  This  debt  was  bearing  interest  at  the 
rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually, 
and  the  amount  due  for  interest  in  1870  was  $486,054.00. 

The  total  bonded  debt  of  the  State  at  the  present  time  is 
$2,602,300.  Of  this  amount  $118,300  is  drawing  interest  at 
five  per  cent.  $150,000  at  four  per  cent,  and  $2,334,000  at 
three  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  being  just 
one-half  the  rate  which  the  State  had  been  paying  for  the 
previous  twenty  years.  During  the  past  year  the  sum  of 
$50,000  has  been  paid  on  the  principal  of  the  public  debt. 

Briefly  stated,  the  financial  operations  of  the  State  from 
1869  to  the  present  time  are  as  follows : 
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Total  net  bonded  debt.  October  1,  1869 $7,128,370 

Total  net  bonded  debt,  January  1,  1891 2,602,300 

Total  reduction  since  1869 $4,526,070 

In  1870  the  total  amount  of  interest  due  from 

the  State  upop  the  bonded  debt  was $486,054  00 

The  amount  of  interest  to  be  paid  on  the  bonded 

debt  during  the  present  year  is 81,935  00 

Showing  a  total  reduction  in  the  annual  interest 

account,  since  1869,  of $404,1 19  00 

This  interest  account  will  be  growing  less  from  year  to 
year,  as  the  annual  payments  upon  the  principal  of  the  debt 
are  made  under  the  Refunding  Act  of  18^9. 

A  comparison  of  these  figures  will  clearly  show  to  the 
people  of  Maine  what  has  been  accomplished  during  the  last 
twenty  years,  and  how  carefully  and  prudently  her  financial 
inte^  ests  have  been  managed  during  that  time. 

In  1865  the  rate  of  taxation  in  Maine  was  fifteen  mills  on 
the  dollar  of  the  State  valuation,  and  the  State  tax  assessed 
upon  the  County  of  Cumberland  alone  was  larger,  by  nearly 
fourteen  thousand  dollars,  than  the  entire  State  tax  for  1890. 
Indeed,  the  State  tax  for  1865  was  only  $126,000.00  less  than 
the  entire  amount  of  the  bonded  debt  of  the  State  at  the 
present  time.  Within  the  last  decade  the  rate  of  taxation 
in  Maine  has  been  reduced  froip  five  mills  in  1880  to  two  and 
one-quarter  mills  in  1890.  If  we  take  from  this  the  one  mill 
that  is  levied  directly  by  the  State,  under  the  Act  of  1872, 
for  the  support  of  Common  Schools,  and  is  distributed  by  the 
Treasurer  of  State  to  the  several  cities,  towns  and  plantations, 
there  remain  but  one  mill  and  a  quarter  to  be  used  for  general 
State  expenses, — the  lowest  State  tax  that  has  been  levied 
during  the  past  thirty  years. 

This  tax  would  not  be  a  burden  to  any  one,  were  it  fairly 
assessed  upon  all  the  property  of  the  State,  at  its  full  value. 
The  benefits  derived  from  a  State  Government,  the  protec- 
tion of  person  and  property  which  renders  possible  increased 
production,  through  the  division  of  labor,  cannot  be  over- 
estimated. Nowhere  else  do  we  secure  so  large  returns  from 
so  small  an  expenditure  of  money. 

Of  all  the  public  burdens  resting  upon  the  people  of  Maine, 
the  State  tax  is  to-day  the  least  onerous.     The  total  amount 
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levied  during  the  past  year  was  $531,697.17,  of  which  more 
than  $400,000  were  returned  directly  to  the  people  for  school 
purposes,  leaving  but  about  $130,000  of  the  amount  thus 
assessed  to  be  used  towards  defraying  the  expenses  of  the 
State  Government.  During  the  present  year  287  towns  and 
plantations  will  receive  from  the  State  more  money  on  account 
of  the  School  Fund  and  Mill  Tax  alone  than  they  pay  into  its 
Treasury.  In  a  large  number  of  the  remaining  towns  the 
difference  between  the  amount  to  be  paid  the  State,  and  the 
amount  to  be  received  from  it  on  this  account,  will  be  exceed- 
ingly small. 

By  virtue  of  the  Act  of  1872,  known  as  the  Mill  Tax  law, 
all  the  property  of  the  State  is  assessed  one  mill  upon  every 
dollar  for  the  support  of  Common  Schools.  Under  this  sys- 
tem of  taxation,  which  has  given  eminently  satisfactory 
results,  the  cities  and  wealthy  towns  are  obliged  to  materi- 
ally aid  in  lightening  the  burdens  of  the  less  prosperous 
communities.  It  will  therefore  be  readily  seen  that  the 
burdens  resting  upon  the  people  to-day  will  be  found  largely 
in  what  may  be  termed  municipal  or  town  taxation  and  that, 
in  seeking  ways  to  lighten  these  burdens,  this  important  fact 
should  not  be  lost  sight  of.  While  the  State  tax  for  the  year 
1890,  including  the  one  mill  levied  for  the  benefit  of  schools, 
is  only  two  mills  and  a  quarter  on  a  dollar,  or  twenty-two  and 
one-half  cents  on  one  hundred  dollars  of  the  State  valuation,  the 
municipal  or  town  taxes,  levied  for  all  purposes,  average  one 
and  .«oventy-one  hundredths  cents  upon  the  dollar  of  as- 
sessed valuation,  and  are  always,  outside  of  certain  absolute 
requirements,  just  what  towns  or  municipalities  may  them- 
selves determine  and  authorize. 

In  my  address  two  years  ago,  I  expressed  the  opinion  that 
the  State  tax  might  safely  be  reduced  in  1890  from  two 
and  three-quarters  to  two  and  one-quarter  mills  upon  the 
dollar  of  the  State  valuation,  thus  lifting  an  annual  burden 
of  $117,799.94  from  the  tax  payers  of  Maine.  An  order 
directing  such  reduction  passed  the  House  of  Representatives 
on  the  thirteenth  day  of  February,  one  month  before  the  final 
adjournment  of  the  Legislature.  Subsequent  to  the  passage  of 
this  order,  the  following  appropriations  were  made  entirely 
outside  the  usual  items  of  State  expenditure :

While  there  was  a  very  general  agreement  among  the 
members  of  the  last  Legislature  as  to  the  necessity  and  jus- 
tice of  these  appropriations,  it  is  altogether  probable  that  a 
further  decrease  of  taxation  would  not  have  been  voted  bad 
their  number  and  scope  been  clearly  foreseen  when  the  order 
for  such  reduction  was  given  a  passage.  The  Treasurer  has 
found  it  necessary  to  make  a  temporary  loan  in  order  to  meet 
the  expenses  occasioned  by  these  special  appropriations.  It 
must  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  the  State  still  retains 
the  value  of  $291,400  of  the  $361,400  thus  appropriated,  in 
permanent  property  added  to  its  possessions. 

Whether  the  low  rate  of  taxation,  which  has  existed  during 
the  past  year,  is  to  continue  in  the  future,  will  depend  largely 
upon  the  action  of  the  present  Legislature  in  the  matter  of 
establishing  a  new  State  valuation,  and  the  economy  practiced 
in  the  appropriation  of  public  moneys.  With  the  passage  of 
measures  that  shall  secure  a  fair  and  full  valuation  of  all  the 
property  of  the  State,  there  appears  to  me  no  reason  why 
that  rate  should  not  be  maintained.  Indeed,  under  the  benefi- 
cent operation  of  such  legislation,  I  believe  it  will  be  a  question 
of  only  a  few  years,  at  most,  when  the  State  will  be  in  con- 
dition to  make  a  still  further  reduction  in  the  tax  rate. 

Two  years  ago  I  pointed  out  the  discrepancies  between  the 
State  valuation  of  1880  and  that  taken  by  the  United  States 
Census,  and  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  latter  came  nearer 
doing  us  perfect  justice.  The  valuation  accorded  us  by  the 
United  States  Census  was  considerably  more  than  double 
that  taken  by  the  State.  As  I  then  said,  '*Our  own  State 
valuation  finds  too  large  a  proportion  of  our  property  in  the 
farms  of  the  State,  and  makes  the   farmers  pay  an  undue 
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share  of  the  general  taxes.  On  the  other  hand,  the  valuation 
of  the  United  States  Census  takes  cognizance  of  the  less 
tangible  but  more  profitable  investments  which  escape  their 
fair  share  of  the  common  burdens."  This  kind  of  property 
has  been  easily  discerned  by  the  United  States  Enumerators 
but  has  remained  strangely  invisible  to  local  officials.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  you  will  be  able  to  bring  a  large  amount  of 
it  within  reach  of  the  taxing  power. 

Another  reason  for  the  difference  between  the  State  and 
Federal  valuations,  is  found  in  the  practice,  which  exists  in 
some  parts  of  the  State,  of  assessing  taxes  upon  partial  prop- 
erty valuation.  The  report  of  the  Tax  Commission  shows  that 
during  the  year  just  closed,  in  making  returns  for  the  use  of 
the  State  Valuation  Commissioners,  198  towns  in  Maine 
returned  their  property  at  less  than  the  **just  value  thereoP' 
required  by  the  Constitution  of  the  State.  In  some  instances 
assessors  felt  that  they  had  fulfilled  the  requirements  of  their 
office  when  they  had  assessed  the  property  of  the  town  at 
one-third  of  its  ^^cash  value."  It  is  apparent  to  all  that  the 
establishment  of  the  lowest  practicable  rate  of  taxation  is 
impossible  while  such  methods  are  in  vogue.  To  secure  it, 
the  valuation  of  property  must  be  uniform  throughout  the 
State  and  such  uniformity  can  be  secured  only  by  rendering 
it  imperative  upon  assessors,  under  severe  penalties,  to 
return  all  property  at  its  full  value. 


REFUNDING   THE  PUBLIC  DEBT. 

In  1889  occurred  one  of  the  most  remarkable  financial 
transactions  in  the  history  of  the  State,  the  results  of  which 
were  directly  felt  by  every  tax  payer  in  Maine.  By  virtue 
of  the  Act  of  March  13,  1889,  providing  for  refunding  the 
public  debt,  the  Treasurer  of  State,  immediately  thereafter, 
taking  advantage  of  the  condition  of  the  money  market  at 
that  time,  issued  proposals  for  the  sale  of  three  per  cent, 
bonds  to  renew  the  six  per  cent,  bonds  falling  due  on  the 
first  days  of  June  and  October  of  that  year.  $1,676,000  of 
the  bonds  bearing  date  June  1,  1889,  and  $708,000  dated 
October  1,  1889,  were  sold,  the  former  yielding  a  premium 
of  103^  and  the  latter  103,  or  a  total  on  both  loans  of  $79,900, 
which  sum  was  applied  directly  to  the  payment  of  the  public 
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debt,  reducing,  to  that  extent,  the  total  amount  of  the  new 
bonds  issued. 

The  prompt  and  successful  manner  in  which  the  matter 
was  conducted  by  the  Treasurer,  reflects  great  credit  upon 
that  officer  and  must  be  a  source  of  pride  and  satisfac- 
tion to  every  citizen  of  the  State*  Had  the  initiatory  steps 
in  this  transaction  been  delayed  until  near  the  time  of  the 
maturity  of  the  old  bonds,  no  such  favorable  negotiation  could 
have  been  made,  and  it  is  altogether  probable  that  the  new 
bonds  could  not  have  been  sold  at  par. 

TAXATION. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  opinion  has  prevailed  that  the 
tax  laws  of  the  State  are  not  equitable  in  their  operation ; 
that  there  is  altogether  too  great  a  discrepancy  between  the 
portions  of  the  public  burdens  borne  by  real  and  personal 
property. 

Under  a  resolve  of  the  last  Legislature,  a  Commission  was 
appointed  *Ho  inquire  into  the  system  adopted  by  other  States 
to  raise  revenue  for  State,  County  and  Municipal  expenses, 
and  to  provide  for  a  more  equal,  just  and  equitable  system  of 
taxation  of  all  kinds  of  property  in  this  State." 

Thut  Commission  has  faithfully  attended  to  its  prescribed 
duties.  The  general  question  of  taxation  has  been  closely 
studied.  Other  states  have  been  visited  and  their  tax  laws 
carefully  examined  to  ascertain  in  what  respects,  if  any,  they 
are  superior  to  our  own.  The  able  and  exhaustive  report 
of  the  Commission  will  be  laid  before  you.  I  commend  it  to 
your  careful  consideration. 

It  has  been  quite  a  common  experience,  among  the  various 
states  of  the  Union,  that  movements  for  tax  reform  have 
been  exceedingly  slow  in  arriving  at  definite  results.  One 
Legislature,  despairing  of  reaching  a  satisfactory  solution  of 
these  perplexing  problems,  has  passed  them  over  to  its  suc- 
cessor, and  thus  the  desired  relief  has,  oftentimes,  been  long 
postponed.  With  you  there  will  be  no  occasion  for  such  a 
course.  The  report  of  this  special  Commission  furnishes 
you  at  the  start  with  the  groundwork  for  legislation  of  this 

character. 

It  will  be  your  duty  to  examine  into  the  whole  system  of 
taxation,  to  ascertain  what  new  sources  of  revenue  are  avail- 
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able,  and  whether  any  class  of  property  is  bearing  less  than 
its  fair  share  of  the  public  burdens,  and,  if  so,  to  apply  what- 
ever remedy  may,  in  your  judgment,  appear  best.  The 
importance  of  this  matter  would  seem  to  require  its  careful 
consideration  by  a  special  committee  of  the  Legislature. 


STATE   ASSESSORS. 

I  heartily  concur  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Tax 
Commission  for  the  appointment  of  a  Stale  Board  of  Assessors, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  exercise  a  central  supervision  over 
our  tax  system,  and  '*to  equalize  the  valuation  of  the  State 
biennially,  in  order  that  the  taxes  voted  by  each  Legislature 
shall  be  assessed  upon  a  new  valuation." 

A  decade  is  altogether  too  long  a  time  to  elapse  between 
valuations.  Ten  years  bring  vast  changes  in  the  creation  and 
distribution  of  wealth  in  a  State  which  is  growing  even  more 
rapidly  industrially  than  in  the  number  of  its  inhabitants.  A 
valuation  in  all  respects  equitable  at  the  beginning  of  a  decade 
might,  in  many  ways,  work  gross  injustice  at  its  close.  Only  by 
a  frequent  adjustment  of  values  can  substantial  justice  be  done 
to  all.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  commission  should  be 
chosen  by  the  Legislature,  in  which  alone  is  vested  the  consti- 
tutional right  of  levying  taxes.  At  the  same  time  it  is  highly 
desirable  that  such  Board  of  Assessors  should  be,  so  far  as 
possible,  non-partisan  and  non-sectional.  I  am  convinced 
that  the  work  of  such  a  Board  would  result  in  a  large  annual 
saving  to  the  State  and  do  much  to  secure  a  just  distribution 
of  the  public  burdens. 

DIRECT  TAX  BILL. 

Under  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  Augusts,  1861,  known 
as  the  Direct  Tax  Act,  Maine  paid  to  the  general  govern- 
ment the  sum  of  $357,702.  A  bill  was  passed  by  the  United 
States  Senate  during  the  last  session  of  Congress  authorizing 
the  refunding,  to  the  several  states,  of  the  money  thus  paid 
the  general  government,  and  the  same  is  now  pending  before 
the  House  of  Representatives. 

It  would  be  very  advantageous  to  the  State  if  this  bill  should 
become  a  law,  and  it  is  to  be  earnestly  hoped  it  will  be  given 
a  passage. 
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HON.  SILAS  C.  HATCH. 

On  the  twenty-seyenth  day  of  July  last,  Hon.  Silas  C. 
Hatch,  Executive  Councillor  from  the  Sixth  District,  died  at 
his  home  in  Bangor.  He  was  an  able  man,  possessed  of  high- 
minded  integrity  and  devotion  to  principle.  He  served  the 
State  as  its  Treasurer  and  in  the  Executive  Council  and  Legis- 
lature for  a  period  of  sixteen  years.  No  man  had  a  clearer 
insight  into  its  affairs  than  he.  Maine  may  well  bold  in 
honored  remembrance  the  record  of  his  distinguished  services. 

SAVINGS  BANKS. 

The  Savings  Banks  of  the  State  will  be  shown  by  the  able 
and  interesting  report  of  the  Bank  Examiner,  to  be  in  a 
prosperous  condition.  The  total  deposits  now  amount  to 
147,781,166.90.  This  is  an  increase  of  $3,804,081.81  over 
the  amount  at  the  close  of  the  year  1889.  The  total  number 
of  depositors  is  140,521,  a  gain  from  last  year  of  8,329.  The 
total  amount  of  State  tax  paid  in  1890  was  $323,549.98,  an 
increase  of  $27,738.38  over  1889.  The  total  amount  of 
municipal  taxes  paid  in  1890  was  $13,517.13.  The  Bank 
Examiner  finds  that,  as  a  rule,  a  wise  and  conservative  policy 
prevails  in  the  management  of  our  Savings  Banks.  Owing  to 
the  condition  of  the  market  that  has  prevailed  during  the 
past  few  years,  the  temptation  has  been  very  strong  to  secure 
greater  returns  at  the  risk  of  safety.  This  temptation  cannot 
be  too  strongly  guarded  against.  No  part  of  the  securities 
of  our  Savings  Banks  should  be  of  an  uncertain  or  speculative 
character.  The  deposits  intrusted  to  these  banks  represent 
the  accumulations  that  have  grown  out  of  the  industry  and 
enterprise  of  the  State,  and  should  be  watched  over  with 
jealous  care. 

AGRICULTUKE. 

Agriculture  is  Maine's  foremost  material  interest.  Upwards 
of  eighty  thousand  of  our  citizens  are  actively  engaged  in  its 
pursuits.  Whatever  can  be  done,  therefore,  to  further  pro- 
mote this  important  industry  of  the  State  will  contribute 
directly  to  the  general  prosperity  of  our  citizens.  During  the 
past  decade  a  substantial  advance  has  been  made  by  our 
farmers  in  the  use  of  labor-saving  machinery,  and  in  the 
adoption  of  improved  and  scientific  methods  of  cultivation. 
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The  gratifying  growth  of  manufacturing  centers  in  Maine, 
during  the  past  few  years,  and  the  strong  reason  we  have  to 
hope  for  still  further  development  of  this  character,  are  full 
of  encouragement  to  our  agricultural  interests.  With  an 
enlarging  market  for  home  products  there  is  reason  to  believe 
that  the  pursuits  of  husbandry  may  become  more  remunera- 
tive to  the  large  number  of  our  citizens  engaged  in  them. 
An  important  factor  in  the  advancement  of  agriculture  has 
been  the  Grange,  with  nearly  17,000  members.  Its  discus- 
sious  and  interchange  of  views  have  been  of  great  beuedt  to 
farmers  both  industrially  and  socially. 

A  desire  has  been  felt  among  the  farmers  of  the  State  to 
have  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  given  an 
increase  of  salary  and  assigned  permanent  quarters  at  the 
State  House,  thus  enabling  him  to  devote  his  whole  time  to 
the  important  duties  of  his  office.  Such  a  change  appears  to 
me  in  all  respects  desirable,  and  I  commend  it  to  your  favora- 
ble consideration. 


STATE  COLLEGE   OF  AGRICULTURE. 

On  the  thirtieth  day  of  August  last,  a  bill  was  passed  by 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  appropriating  a  portion  of 
the  proceeds  of  the  public  lands  to  the  more  complete  endow- 
ment and  support  of  the  colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture 
and  the  mechanic  arts,  established  under  the  provisions  of  an 
act  of  Congress  approved  July  2, 1862.  By  virtue  of  this  act, 
the  Maine  State  College  of  Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic 
Arts  will  receive  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1890,  and  an  annual  increase  of  the 
amount  o'f  such  appropriation  for  ten  years  by  an  additional 
sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  over  the  preceding  year,  until  it 
amounts  to  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  at  which  annual  sum 
it  will  remain  thereafter  without  further  increase. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  general  government  supports  the 

Atrricultural  Experiment  Station,  located  at  this  college,  at 

an  annual  expense  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars.     This  wise  and 

generous  action  on  the  part  of  the  national  government  will 
place  the  college  in  good  financial  condition  and  will  be  a 

material  relief  to  the  tax  payers  of  the  State. 

As  no  part  of  the  appropriations  to  be  made  by  Congress 

under  the  act  of  1890  can  be  used  for  the  erection  of  build- 
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ings,  the  Legislature  will  be  called  upon  to  replace  the  one 
known  as  Wingate  Hall,  which  was  destroyed  by  fire  in 
February  last.  Other  needs  of  the  institution  will  be  made 
known  to  you  through  the  reports  of  its  officers,  which  will 
soon  be  laid  before  you. 

LABOR  BUREAU. 
The  Labor  Bureau,  created,  as  the  law  plainly  Indicates,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  working  people  of  the  State,  is  doing  a 
valuable  work,  as  the  reports  of  the  Comraissioner  will  dem- 
onstrate. These  bureaus,  including  that  of  the  United  States, 
now  number  twenty-two  in  the  whole  country.  The  impor- 
tance of  their  work  in  collecting  statistics  relating  to  the  vari- 
ous departments  of  labor,  and  inquiring  into  violations  of  the 
statutes  providing  for  "the  regulation  of  the  hours  of  labor 
and  the  employment  of  women  and  children,"  have  caused 
them  to  become  recognized  as  indispensable  national  and 
state  institutions,  and  entitle  them  to  a  liberal  outlay  for  their 
support  and  maintenance. 

PROHIBITION. 

The  past  year  has  been  an  important  one  for  the  temper- 
ance interests  of  our  State.  For  the  first  time  since  the 
adoption  of  the  prohibitory  amendment  to  our  Constitution, 
the  people  of  Maine  have  been  afforded  an  opportunity  to 
pronounce  at  the  polls  upon  a  movement  looking  to  its  repeal, 
and  the  substitution  of  the  high  license  system.  There  was 
no  uncertainty  in  their  decision.  By  an  emphatic  majority 
they  declared  their  belief  that  the  best  interests  of  temper- 
ance  in  this  State,  and  the  highest  welfare  of  all  our  citizens, 
demand  the  maintenance  of  prohibition. 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  the  law  for  the  suppression  of  the 
liquor  traffic  is  often  violated,  and  that  officials  charged  with 
its  enforcement  are  frequently  derelict  in  duty.  But  it  is 
undoubtedly  true  that  this  condition  of  afiairs  is  mostly  con- 
fined to  our  cities  and  larger  villages.  In  other  places  the 
law  appears  to  have  been  faithfully  and  successfully  adminis- 
tered. During  the  past  two  years  I  have  personally  written 
the  officials  in  the  various  counties  upon  whom  was  devolved 
the  duty  of  enforcing  the  law,  urging  the  vital  importance  of 
the  suppression  of  the  dram  shop.     I  did  this  that  such  offi- 
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cers  might  clearly  understand  that  they  would  have  the  sup- 
port of  the  Executive  Department  of  the  State  in  all  their 
efforts  to  enforce  prohibition. 

That  the  various  oflScers  of  the  State,  upon  whom  devolves 
this  duty,  have  accomplished  a  great  deal  in  the  enforcement 
of  the  law,  is  everywhere  conceded.  It  is,  nevertheless, 
necessary  to  the  highest  success  of  prohibition  that  there 
should  be  in  every  community  a  strong  temperance  sentiment 
demanding  a  vigorous  enforcement  of  the  law  and  sustaining 
the  officers  in  their  efforts  to  secure  it.  When  the  sentiment 
against  the  liquor  traffic  is  as  universal  and  emphatic  as 
against  other  forms  of  crime,  the  violations  of  the  prohibitory 
luw  will  be  no  more  numerous  than  those  of  other  penal 
enactments.  That  prohibition  has  accomplished  a  vast  work 
for  temperance  in  this  State  no  candid  man  will  deny.  The 
liquor  traffic  is  no  longer  respectable.  It  is  under  the  ban 
of  popular  condemnation.  Those  who  engage  in  it  are  crim- 
inals iQ  the  sight  of  the  law.  The  open  dram  shop  with  its 
flaunting  signs  and  alluring  windows,  is  no  longer  a  feature 
in  our  State.  The  rumseller  is  forced  into  dark  corners. 
He  has  been  obliged,  like  other  criminals,  to  resort  to  con- 
cealment and  stealth,  where,  before  the  advent  of  prohibition, 
he  pursued  his  traffic  with  openness  and  ostentation.  The 
whole  traffic  has  been  forever  relegated  to  the  furtive  ways 
of  crime.  It  is  not  easy  to  estimate  fully  the  great  tem- 
perance work  which  this  change  has  wrought  in  Maine.  But 
there  still  remains  much  to  be  done  in  so  educating  public 
sentiment  that  it  shall  everywhere  insist  upon  the  faithful 
enforcement  of  the  laws.  Maine  stands,  by  the  emphatic 
declaration  of  her  citizens,  in  the  very  van  of  temperance 
states.  In  keeping  her  there,  the  friends  of  prohibition  must 
spare  no  effort  or  shrink  from  no  responsibility. 

BALLOT  REFORM. 

I  am  firmly  convinced  that  the  time  has  come  for  Maine  to 
adopt  the  Australian  system  of  voting.  Two  years  ago  this 
method  of  balloting  was  largely  viewed  in  the  light  of  a 
doubtful  innovation.  Many  members  of  the  Legislature  felt 
that  the  results  which  had  followed  its  adoption  by  a  few 
states  of  the  Union  were  too  meagre  to  furnish  a  proper  basis 
for  action  in  this  State,  especially  as  they  were  achieved 
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under  the  temporary  disadyantages  naturally  attendant  upon 
the  introduction  of  a  new  law  effecting  such  important 
changes. 

There  is  no  longer  reason  for  this  conservatism.  The 
Australian  system  of  voting  has  safely  passed  its  experimental 
era  in  this  country.  Its  wisdom  has  been  clearly  established. 
To-day  it  is  the  law  in  more  than  one*third  of  the  states  in 
the  Union,  and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  time  is  not 
far  distant  when  its  adoption  will  become  general. 

It  is  the  sacred  duty  of  popular  government  to  maintain, 
in  every  possible  way,  the  purity  of  the  ballot.  The  nearer 
our  elections  come  to  fairly  registering  the  personal  convic- 
tions of  each  individual  voter,  the  closer  will  they  conform  to 
the  true  spirit  of  our  institutions.  It  is  the  concurrent  testi- 
mony of  those  states  which  have  made  a  trial  of  it«  that  the 
Australian  ballot  system  comes  nearer  securing  this  desirable 
result  than  any  other  yet  devised.  There  is  no  reason  to 
doubt  that,  under  its  wholesome  operation,  intimidation  and 
bribery  will  be  practically  unable  to  influence  elections,  and 
voters  will  be  freed  from  unpleasant  espionage  at  the  polls. 
Another  benefit  that  will  accrue  from  the  adoption  of  this 
system  of  voting,  will  be  found  in  the  powerful  incentive 
given  political  parties  to  nominate  honest  and  capable  candi- 
dates. The  subject  is  one  that  calls  for  careful  thought,  and 
I  commend  it  to  your  earnest  consideration. 

PUBLIC  INSTRUCTION. 

Our  system  of  public  instruction  includes  three  separate 
and  yet  related  groups  of  schools :  viz,  — the  Common 
Schools,  the  Free  High  Schools  and  the  Normal  Schools. 
For  the  support  of  these  three  groups  during  the  last  year, 
there  have  been  expended  the  following  sums : 

For  Common  Schools $1,114,902  00 

Free  High  Schools 139,944  00 

Normal  Schools 19,000  00 

Making  a  total  of $1,273,846  00 

Financially  considered,  therefore,  this  system  is  among  the 
most  important  interests  of  the  State.  Considered  with 
regard  to  the  purposes  which  it  is  set  to  subserve — the  training 
of  intelligent,  virtuous,  order-loving  and  law-abiding  citizens, 
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it  is  one  of  the  paramount  interests  of  the  State.  Such  a 
system  may  rightly  demand  our  most  careful,  constant  and 
intelligent  consideration. 

While  the  statistics  and  statements  of  the  report  of  the 
State  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools  show  the  Free  High 
and  Normal  Schools  to  be  in  a  most  prosperous  and  satisfactory 
condition,  they  do  not  show  as  much  for  the  more  important 
Common  Schools.  These  latter,  the  support  of  which  is 
compulsory  by  law  in  every  town  in  the  State,  and  attendance 
upon  which  is  also  compulsory,  should  be  so  organized  and 
managed  as  to  give  every  child  in  every  town  equal  privileges ; 
to  impose  equal  burdens  for  their  maintenance  ;  to  be  in  the 
highest  practicable  degree  efficient  for  the  ends  for  which  they 
were  established ;  and  to  be  least  wasteful  of  public  moneys. 
It  is  claimed  by  the  Superintendent  that  the  system,  prevail- 
ing in  nearly  three-fourths  of  our  towns,  is  defective  in  all 
these  particulars,  and  he  recommends  that,  to  remedy  these 
•defects,  a  law  be  enacted  abolishing  the  school  districts  and 
giving  the  entire  management  of  the  schools  to  committees 
consisting  of  three  or  more  members  according  to  size  of 
town.  I  bespeak  for  these  important  matters  your  most 
•considerate  action. 

ENLARGEMENT  OF  STATE  HOUSE. 

The  report  of  the  Commission  on  enlargement  of  the  State 
House  will  soon  be  laid  before  you.  The  extension  is  con- 
structed throughout  according  to  the  most  approved  methods  of 
fire-proof  architecture.  It  is  important  that  an  appropriation 
to  properly  furnish  it  be  made  at  an  early  day.  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  should  also  be  appro- 
priated to  make  the  old  State  House  fire-proof,  and  put  it 
into  condition  to  properly  correspond  with  the  new  extension. 
I  commend  the  subject  to  your  favorable  consideration. 

During  the  year  that  has  just  drawn  to  a  close,  Hon.  Lewis 
Barker,  a  member  of  the  Commission,  has  passed  away.  No 
man  took  a  deeper  interest  and  pride  in  its  work  than  he. 
To  his  sound  judgment  and  practical  grasp  of  afiairs  is  due, 
in  no  small  degree,  whatever  measure  of  success  has  attended 
its  efibrts.  Mr.  Barker  served  his  State  in  many  honorable 
positions  and  always  with  conspicuous  faithfulness  and  ability. 
His  memory  will  be  tenderly  cherished. 
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THE  STATE   IJBRARV. 

Now  that  the  State  Library  will  soon  be  moved  to  it«  more 
convenient  quarters  in  the  new  extension,  I  believe  that  the 
time  has  come  to  unlock,  and  render  immediately  available, 
all  its  vast  treasures  of  information,  by  the  adoption  of  the 
card  system  of  cataloguing  used  in  most  of  the  larger  libra- 
ries of  the  country.  I  am  convinced  that  by  the  adoption  of 
this  system  the  practical  utility  of  the  Library  would  be 
enhanced  lift}'  per  cent.  In  an  address  sent  out  by  the  Asso- 
ciation of  State  Librarians,  an  organization  formed  at  St. 
Louis  in  Mav,  1889,  the  functions  of  a  state  librarv  were 
thus  succinctly  stated  :  *«A  state  library  should  not  only  be 
a  complete  reference  library  for  all  branches  of  the  gorem- 
ment,  executive,  judicial  and  legislative,  and  the  repository 
of  all  materials  for  local  history  and  biography,  but  it  should 
also  contain  and  furnish  abundant  facilities  for  using  all 
desirable  books  of  information  relating  to  special  industries 
and  pursuits  of  the  state,  or  calculated  to  lead  to  the  intro- 
duction of  industries  and  pursuits  suited  to  it,  but  hitherto 
neglected.  In  short,  it  should  be  fitted  to  serve  all  interests 
of  the  state  by  infusing  into  their  conduct  the  highest  intelli- 
gence and  skill." 

With  the  card  system  of  cataloguing,  a  library  conducted 
upon  these  lines  may  be  made  of  great  value  to  the  State. 
The  introduction  of  this  system  into  a  library  containing 
40,000  volumes,  will,  necessarily,  involve  a  vast  amount  of 
work  and  considerable  additional  expense,  but,  once  estab- 
lished, more  cards  can  be  placed  in  the  alphabetical  cabinets,, 
as  new  books  are  added  to  the  library,  and  thus  the  catalogue 
be,  at  all  times,  a  complete  index  of  its  contents.  I  recom- 
mend that  an  additional  appropriation  be  made  for  the  tem- 
porary employment  of  extra  help,  specially  skilled  and 
experienced  in  this  method  of  cataloguing,  and  for  the  pur- 
chase of  such  cabinets  and  other  material  as  may  be  necessary 
to  its  adoption. 

THE  STATE  MILITIA. 

A  gratifying  advance  has  been  made  during  the  past  few^ 
years  in  the  character  and  efficiency  of  the  State  Militia. 
Both  officers  and  men  have  worked  with  commendable  zeal 
for  the  improvement  of  the  service.     At  the  annual  muster 
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in  July  last,  the  State  was  honored  by  a  visit  from  Hon.  Red- 
field  Proctor,  Secretary  of  War.  A  drenching  rain  storm, 
which  was  in  progress  during  his  stay  at  the  camp,  prevented 
him  from  reviewing  the  troops.  He  expressed  himself  as 
much  pleased  w\ib  the  ground  and  its  arrangement. 

The  money  appropriated  by  the  last  Legislature  for  pro- 
curing a  permanent  muster  ground,  was  expended  in  the  pur- 
chase of  the  field  used  by  the  State  for  encampment  purposes 
during  the  late  war,  and  known  a«  '*Camp  Keyes,"  It  would 
be  difficult,  indeed,  to  find  a  place  more  admirably  adapted 
to  this  purpose.  The  field  contains  something  over  sixty- 
three  acres.  It  is  an  almost  level  stretch  of  table-land,  sit- 
uated upon  a  high  elevation  and  commanding  an  excellent 
view  of  the  surrounding  country.  Its  soil  is  light  and  dry, 
with  fine  natural  drainage.  The  sanitary  conditions  are  all 
that  could  be  desired.  It  was  thought  best  to  provide  this 
field  with  such  permanent  buildings  as  would  be  required  at 
each  muster.  Accordingly,  a  store  house,  four  headquarters 
buildings,  twenty-three  cook  houses,  two  commissary  build- 
ings and  four  horse  stables  were  constructed  there  in  a  tasty 
and  substantial  manner.  The  expense  of  these  buildings, 
together  with  the  cost  of  improvements  upon  the  land, 
amounted  to  $8,762.60  and  was  taken  from  the  military 
appropriation.  These  permanent  improvements  will  result 
in  a  large  annual  saving  of  expense  to  the  State. 

Maine  is  one  of  the  very  few  states  in  the  Union  whose 
Adjutant  General  is  elected  by  the  Legislature.  I  am  con- 
vinced that  this  is  wrong  and  contrary  to  the  best  military 
usage.  There  appears  to  be  no  sufficient  reason  why  the 
Governor  of  the  State  should  not  be  permitted  to  select  his 
own  chief  of  staff*  through  whom  all  his  orders,  as  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, must  be  given  official  utterance.  I  recom- 
mend that  the  Legislature  submit  to  the  people  of  the  State, 
at  the  next  election,  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  au- 
thorizing the  filling  of  the  Adjutant  General's  office  by  exec- 
utive appointment. 

PENSIONS. 

Two  years  ago  I  recommended  that  the  request  of  the 
Grand  Army  Posts  of  Maine  for  an  increase  in  the  State 
pension  fund,  should  be  granted.  For  the  years  1887  and 
1888,  the  sum  of  $70,000  was  devoted  to  the  worthy  work  of 
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the  Pension  Office.  For  the  past  two  years  the  sum  of  $125,000 
has  been  expended  by  it,  an  increase  of  $55,000  over  the  two 
preceding  years.  It  would  be  difficult  to  estimate  the  great 
good  that  has  been  accomplished  through  this  generous  treat- 
ment of  the  sons  of  Maine  who  were  disabled  in  the  defense 
of  the  Union. 

The  patriotic  people  of  the  country  were  rejoiced  at  the 
enactment  by  Congress  of  the  dependent  pension  law  on  the 
twenty-seventh  day  of  June  last.  Its  wise  and  liberal  provi- 
sions have  already  been  of  vast  benefit  to  the  worthy  veterans 
of  the  late  war  and  those  dependent  upon  them  for  support. 
It  will  doubtless  accomplish  a  still  larger  work  of  good  in  the 
years  to  come. 

TEE  GEITYSBURG   MONUMENTS. 

The  monuments  in  honor  of  the  sons  of  Maine  who  fell  at 
Gettysburg,  in  the  heroic  defense  of  the  Union,  were  dedi- 
cated upon  that  historic  field,  with  appropriate  ceremony,  on 
the  third  day  of  October,  1889.  The  occasion  was  favored 
with  perfect  weather,  and  its  sad  and  solemn  exercises  will 
never  be  forgotten  by  those  who  attended  them. 

The  battle  of  Gettysburg  marked  the  great  crisis  of  the 
Rebellion.  It  was  here  that  the  armed  hosts  of  treason  were 
forever  beaten  back  from  loyal  soil.  In  that  mighty  contest, 
so  fraught  with  moment  to  our  national  life,  no  troops  bore  a 
more  honorable  part  than  did  those  from  Maine.  Well  may 
the  State  cherish,  in  her  heart  of  hearts,  the  immortal  memory 
of  their  glorious  defense  of  country  in  its  darkest  hour  of 
peril.  The  beautiful  monuments  that  mark  the  spots  where 
they  yielded  up  their  lives,  that  the  Nation  might  live,  are 
but  our  feeble  attempt  to  give  material  and  visible  expression 
to  the  deep  and  abiding  love  we  cherish  for  their  memories. 
We  may  confidently  believe,  that,  centuries  after  these  tem- 
porary tokens  of  affection  shall  have  crumbled  into  dust,  the 
heroes  of  Gettysburg  will  still  live  in  the  grateful  remem- 
brance of  a  united  and  prosperous  people. 

MILITARY  AND  NAVAL  ORPHAN  ASYLUM. 

Within  the  past  two  years  I  have  twice  visited  the  Military 
and  Naval  Orphan  Asylum  at  Bath.  The  Institution  is  under 
excellent  management  and  doing  a  most  worthy  work.  It  is 
m  every  way  deserving  of  generous  support.

INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT. 

The  past  two  years  have  witnessed  a  general  and  gratify- 
ing industrial  awakening  throughout  the  State.  Many  new 
industries  have  been  established,  and  many  old  ones,  which 
had  long  lain  idle,  have  been  invested  with  a  new  lease  of 
life.  The  great  natural  resources  of  the  State  are  coming  to 
be  more  and  more  appreciated  as  ajffbrding  excellent  oppor- 
tunities for  the  profitable  investment  of  capital.  Our  health- 
ful climate,  and  the  rugged  beauties  of  our  long  sea  coast, 
are  winning  wide  reputation,  and  a  constantly  increasing  tide 
of  summer  travel  is  a  growing  source  of  revenue  to  our 
people.  At  no  time  since  the  war  has  the  future  of  Maine 
looked  brighter.  Increased  industries  mean  increased  employ- 
ment for  labor,  which,  in  turn,  means  an  increased  market  for 
products  of  all  kinds.  Thus,  every  new  impulse  given  our 
industrial  life  conduces  to  the  general  prosperity.  While  the 
last  census  did  not  show  as  large  a  growth  in  population  as 
had  been  hoped  for,  it  nevertheless  showed  a  substantial  gain. 
Close  observers  are  of  the  opinion  that  nearly  all  this 
advance  was  made  in  the  closing  years  of  the  decade,  and  that 
a  census  taken  in  its  opening  years  would  have  shown  a  loss. 
If  this  be  true,  it  gives  good  promise  of  a  far  better  showing 
in  the  future.  Now  that  the  exodus  of  our  citizens  has  been 
stayed,  and  we  have  fairly  started  upon  an  encouraging  era 
of  home  development  and  growth,  we  may  confidently  look 
forward  to  rapid  progress  in  all  the  material  interests  of  the 
State,  and  to  a  corresponding  increase  of  prosperity  growing 
out  of  the  enlarged  demand  for  labor  and  its  products.  It 
will  be  your  duty  and  privilege  to  assist,  in  every  way  possi- 
ble, in  fostering  and  furthering  this  movement,  so  full  of 
promise  to  our  people. 

THE  WORLD'S  COLUMBIAN   EXPOSITION. 

Before  the  convening  of  the  next  Legislature  the  arrange- 
ments for  the  great  World's  Fair  to  be  held  in  Chicago  in 
1893,  will  have  been  practically  completed.  It  will  devolve 
upon  you,  therefore,  to  determine  what  part  Maine  is  to  take  in 
that  important  exposition.  Whatever  place  we  may  take 
there  should  be  in  every  way  worthy  of  the  State  and  repre- 
sentative of  its  material  prosperity.  While  it  will  be  your 
duty  to  exercise  a  wise  and  prudent  care  of  State  expendi- 
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tures,  I  am  convinced  that  it  would  be  a  false  and  short- 
sigbted  economy  that  would  place  Maine  before  her  sister 
states,  and  the  world,  in  a  position  less  strong  than  her 
industries  and  resources  entitle  her  to  hold.  I  regard  this 
matter  as  one  of  great  importance  and  recommend  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  special  committee  to  consider  it  in  all  its  bearings. 

RAILROADS. 

The  condition  of  the  various  railroads  of  the  State  will 
fully  appear  in  the  able  and  exhaustive  report  of  the  Railroad 
Commissioners.  The  statistics  and  recommendations  which 
it  contains  are  worthy  of  your  thoughtful  attention.  Consid- 
erable has  been  done  during  the  year  in  the  construction  of 
new  roads  and  the  improvement  of  old  ones.  The  State  is 
now  fairly  supplied  with  railroad  communication.  There  is, 
nevertheless,  a  field  for  further  enterprise  in  this  direction. 
Nowhere  is  this  more  apparent  than  in  the  great  fertile  county 
of  Aroostook,  whose  varied  products  are  now  forced  to  seek 
a  market  over  Canadian  soil.  A  direct  line  over  Maine 
territory,  affording  Aroostook  a  convenient  outlet  to  the 
great  markets  of  the  country,  would  give  a  mighty  impulse 
to  the  development  of  the  county  and  materially  increase  the 
prosperity  of  the  whole  State. 


INSANE    HOSPITAL. 

The  condition  and  needs  of  the  State  Insane  Hospital  are 
worthy  of  careful  consideration.  The  welfare  of  the  unfor- 
tunate people  who  are  under  its  care  should  be  zealously 
looked  after.  The  new  buildings,  provided  for  by  the  last 
Legislature,  have  been  erected  under  the  careful  supervision 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  are  in  every  way  creditable  to 
the  State.  The  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  institu- 
tion the  past  year  has  been  larger  than  during  any  former 
year  of  its  history,  necessitating  the  immediate  completion 
and  furnishing  of  these  buildings  at  an  expense  somewhat  in 
excess  of  the  legislative  appropriation.  I  would  recommend 
that  a  sufficient  amount  be  appropriated  at  an  early  day  to 
liquidate  this,  and  every  other  bill,  which  enters  into  the 
proper  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital.  The 
duties  incumbent  upon   the  officers  of  this  institution   are 
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annually  becoming  more  laborious.  I  feel  justified  in  renew- 
ing the  recommendation  I  made  two  years  ago  that  the  salary 
of  the  Superintendent  be  somewhat  increased. 

The  Commission  appointed  under  a  resolve  of  the  last 
Legislature  to  purchase  a  site  for  a  new  Insane  Hospital  has 
attended  to  its  duties  and  an  eligible  location  in  the  city  of 
Bangor  has  been  secured. 

FISH  AND  GAME. 

The  valuable  and  interesting  reports  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Fisheries  and  Game  will  be  laid  before  you,  and  I  earnestly 
commend  the  recommendations  therein  made  to  your  careful 
attention.  Everything  possible  should  be  done  to  sustain 
the  Commissioners  in  enforcing  the  laws  against  those  who 
wantonly  violate  them.  Whatever  the  Legislature  may  be 
able  to  do  to  secure  the  better  protection  of  fish  and  game, 
will  advance  the  material  interests  of  the  State  and  merit 
the  just  approval  of  all  its  citizens. 

THE  PRESERVATION  OP  FOREST  GROWTH. 

The  preservation  of  forest  growth  is  a  subject  which  is  now 
attracting  much  attention.  Its  importance  has  brought  about 
the  formation  of  a  number  of  worthy  organizations  for 
furthering  this  work.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  American 
Forestry  Association  at  Quebec,  in  September  last,  the  State 
of  Maine  was  very  ably  represented  by  Hon.  George  F. 
Talbot  of  Portland.  When  it  is  considered  that  there  is  an 
annual  loss  by  fires  of  growing  timber  in  the  United  States 
equal  to  an  area  half  as  large  as  Maine,  and  that  a  very  large 
per  cent,  of  such  fires  are  due  to  carelessness,  the  importance 
of  this  matter  is  at  once  apparent.  It  will  merit  your  careful 
attention. 

INDIANS. 

The  affairs  of  the  Indian  tribes  appear  to  be  in  excellent 
condition.  Moral  and  treaty  obligations  alike  demand  that 
these  wards  of  the  State  should  have  our  watchful  care  and 
protection. 
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STATE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

Thid  department  is  doing  a  most  excellent  work  and  haa 
fully  juBtitied  the  wisdom  of  its  establishment.  The  good 
results  that  have  attended  its  well  directed  efforts  in  the 
interests  of  the  public  health  are  generally  known  and  appre- 
ciated. Outside  of  a  very  few  towns  there  has  been  no  great 
prevalonce  of  infectious  diseases  within  the  State  during  the 
past  two  years.  It  is  of  the  highest  importance  that  each 
town  should  be  faithful  in  its  observance  of  the  health  laws. 
The  circulars  of  the  State  Board,  and  all  other  papers  and 
blanks  for  the  use  of  local  boards  of  health,  are  furnished 
free  to  all  the  towns  and  cities  of  the  State.  In  addition  to 
these,  specially  important  circulars  for  general  distribution 
have  been  printed  in  large  editions  and  freely  circulated  in 
most  of  the  towns.  It  is  highly  important  that  there  should 
be  in  the  State  an  official  registration  of  births  and  deaths. 
Maine  is  behind  all  other  New  England  States  in  failing  to 
make  proper  provision  for  securing  such  vital  statistics.  The 
matter  is  one  that  deserves  prompt  attention. 

THE  STATE  PRISON. 

The  affairs  of  the  State  Prison  will  be  shown,  by  the  report 
of  its  Warden,  to  be  in  excellent  condition.  In  the  sixteen 
years  prior  to  1886,  the  State  appropriated  $297,287.21  for 
the  support  of  the  Prison,  exclusive  of  salaries  of  its  officers. 
Since  that  time  it  has  received  no  appropriation  from  the 
State  save  for  its  pay-roll.  In  all  other  respects  the  Prison 
has  been  self-supporting.  It  begins  the  present  year  free 
from  debt  and  with  a  balance  of  $7,820.29  in  its  favor.  The 
introduction  of  reformatory  methods  into  the  administration 
of  its  affairs  has  been  attended  with  gratifying  results. 
Everything  that  can  be  done  towards  reclaiming  men  from 
the  ways  of  crime  and  making  them  respectable  members  of 
society,  will  merit  the  cordial  approval  and  co-operation  of 
all  who  have  at  heart  the  highest  interests  of  the  State. 

THE  STATE  REFORM  SCHOOL. 

The  highly  creditable  work  which  has  been  done  by  this- 
institution  js  shown  by  the  fact  that  about  seventy-five  per 
cent,  of  the  boys  who  have  gone  forth  from  it  have  become 
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respectable  and  law-abiding  citizens,  a  record  that  speaks 
more  eloquently  than  words  for  the  excellence  of  its  manage- 
ment. There  have  been  159  boys  in  the  school  during  the 
past  year.  The  present  number  is  114.  Good  health  has 
prevailed  among  them,  no  death  having  occurred  there  during 
the  year. 

In  1889  there  was  erected  a  building  96  by  48  feet  designed 
to  accommodate  fifty  boys.  This  enables  a  good  beginning 
to  be  made  in  the  introduction  of  the  cottage  system,  which 
permits  the  classification  of  these  youths  into  family  groups. 
The  adoption  of  this  system  in  other  states  has  been  attended 
with  most  satisfactory  results.  By  a  purchase  in  1889,  twenty 
acres  of  land  were  added  to  the  school  farm,  making  a  total 
of  about  184  acres. 

V  INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL  FOR  GIRLS. 

The  Industrial  School  for  girls  continues  to  do  a  most  suc- 
cessful and  worthy  work.  Its  efforts  are  upon  a  broad, 
humane  and  philanthropic  plane.  The  large  measure  of  suc- 
cess that  has  attended  them  in  the  past  entitles  the  School  to 
continued  encouragement  and  support. 

STATE  REFORMATORY  FOR  WOMEN. 

An  effort  was  made  during  the  session  of  the  last  Legisla- 
ture to  secure  an  appropriation  for  the  establishment  of  a 
State  Reformatory  for  Women.  The  matter  was  finally  left 
in  the  hands  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  with  instructions 
to  investigate  it  and  report  to  the  next  Legislature.  They 
have  accordingly  given  a  public  hearing,  at  which  various 
friends  of  the  project  appeared  and  urged  many  forcible 
reasons  why  the  State  should  have  such  an  institution.  The 
report  upon  the  matter  will  soon  be  laid  before  you.  There 
are  many  grave  objections  to  the  custom  now  in  vogue  of 
keeping  female  prisoners  in  the  various  jails  of  the  State, 
where  proper  provision  has  not  been  made  for  them,  and 
where  the  associations  are  demoralizing.  The  enlightened 
moral  sentiment  of  society  demands  a  considerate  treatment 
of  women,  even  when  they  incur  the  penalties  of  the  law. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  that  a  State  Reformatory  under  com- 
petent female  management  would  result  in  vast  good. 
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CONCLUSION. 

The  details  of  many  of  the  subjects  I  have  thus  briefly 
touched  upon,  and  of  others  which  do  not  require  specific 
mention  at  this  time,  will  fully  appear  in  the  various  public 
documents  that  will  be  placed  before  you. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 
As  we  turn  to  the  important  work  of  the  session,  we  must 
bear  clearly  in  mind  the  fact  that  we  are  here  not  as  the 
representatives  of  any  special  interests  or  sections  of  the 
State,  but  as  the  representatives  of  all  interests  and  all  sec- 
tions. Let  us  act  fearlessly  and  conscientiously  for  the 
furtherance  of  whatever,  in  our  judgment,  may  be  for  the 
highest  good  of  the  whole  State.  At  the  same  time,  we 
should  invoke,  in  all  our  deliberations,  strength  and  guidance 
from  Him  who  is  the  source  of  all  wisdom.  It  is  my  earnest 
hope  that,  with  the  blessing  of  God,  our  labors  here  for  the 
welfare  of  our  beloved  State  may  be  crowned  with  such  suc- 
cess as  shall  permanently  advance  its  interests  and  make  for 
the  lasting  benefit  of  all  its  citizens.
